WASHINGTON. 


The Senate Bill Reduces Internal 
Taxation About Forty-one 
Million Dollars. 


As a General Thing It Also Low- 
ers Oustoms Duties All 


Round. 


The Chances of its Passage in the 
House Are Sadly Unprom- ~ 
ising. 


Important and Necessary Work in the 
Senate—A Great Day for Poor 
Hagen 


Confessor Rerdell Creates a Sensation by Be-

THE TARIFF BILL. 

A COMPREHENSIVE REVIEW OF THE CHANCES 
OF ITS PASSAGE. THER HOUSE—STATE- 
MENT OF REDUCTIONS WADE BY THE BILL. 
WASniIxdrox, D. C., 21.—[{Special.]—So 

far as the prospects of the Tariff mill are con- 

cerned in the House, chaos bas reigned today, 


despite the earnest and industrious efforts of 


men on both sides to arrive at some statement 
of probabilities which shall beat once intelli- 
gent and igtelligible. Quesmons of pariia- 
mentary law ahd practice, as a rule, are not in- 
teresting to the people. but iu this ease every- 
thing depends upon whether parliamentary dif- 
culties can be overcome. The bill is now on 
the Speaker's table. The ordinary end only 
method of reaching it under the rules is 
for a majority to decide, by a vote, 
to go to business on the Speaker's table. A 
number of measures precede the Tariff Dill, and 
each must be disposed of, vither by a final vote 
upon or by sending it to a committee, or laying 
it aside before the Tariff bill can be reached. 
When that is done the bill may be referred to 
the Ways and Means Committee, or it may be 
brought immediately before the House for 
action. In the latter case, however, a 
point of order raised by any tember 
will send it to the Committee of 
the Whole, where it must be ground 
through the same mill that has been attempting 
to make a grist of the Ways and Means bill. It 
would be ina little worse condition then than 
the Ways and Means bill is now. and every one 
concedes that, unless the rules shall be changed, 
the bill is dead. The Kasson rule, it adopted, 
would give a majority ot the House power to 
take the Senate bill immediately out of Com- 
mittee of the Whole ana bring it into the House 
under the operation of the previous ques- 
tion, where a majority could com- 
pel a vote upon it at any time. But 
the Kasson rule has not been adopted, and the 
probabilities that it will be favorably reported 
to the House by the Committee on Rules are not 
so good as they were before the Senate bill 
passed. Carlisle said today that Keifer, Kobeson, 
and Reed are all opposed to the Kasson rule, and 
they form a majority of the committee. Rangali 
deciared today that he is opposed to the rule, 
and said, as also did Carlisle, that the Democrats 
are a unit against its adoption. Supposing, bow- 
ever, that the rule should be favorably re- 
ported to the House, a majority would be 
required to adoptit. On this subject Carlisle 
said today that that rule cangot be adopted un- 
less the Republicans bring @ quorum to vote 
upon it, which means, of course, that the Dem- 
ocrats intend to filibuster against it, unless Car- 
Usle is mistaken. A good many Republicans, as 
well as all the Democrats, regard the Kasson 
rule with aversion, and some of them have 
openly deciared that they will opposeit. This 
has led the parliamentary lawyers on the Ke- 
publican side to seek another road out of the 
difficulty, and all day long, assisted 
by the Journal Clerk of the House, 
they have been busy trying to bunt up prece- 
dents for a scheme which at first glance seemed 
to be u practicabie one. Some of the leaders on 
both sides deciare that the action of the Senate 
in ingrafting upon the loternal Reveuue bill a 
general revision of the tariff is an invasien of 
the constitutional prerogative of the House. 
Mr. Calkins, of Indiana, bas drawn this decfara - 
tion into the form of the following resolutions, 
which it is Bis present intention to offer when- 
ever the Senate bill shall be touched: 

Resolved, That this House maintains that it bas 
the soie and exclusive privilege to originate all 
bills dtrectty affecting the revenue, whether 
such bills be for the imposition, reduction, or re- 
penl of taxes; and in the exercise of this priv- 
ilege, in the first instance, to limit and appoint 
the ends, purposes, considerations, and limita- 
tions of such bill, whether relating to the mat- 
ter, manner, measure, or time of their intro- 
duction, subject to the right of the Senate to 

— or concur with amendments as on other 
ils. 

liesolved, That. in the opinion of this House, it 
is not competent for the Senate, under color of 
an amendment, to place on an tnternal-revenue 
bil originating in the House a complete revision 
of the tariff laws, 

The adoption by the House of these resolu- 
tions would of course ki the tariff provisions 
of the Senate bill, but tne scheme referred to, 
while it includes the assertion by the House of 
its prerogative in the matter of originatwng 
revenue legisiation, is still more comprenensive. 
Resolutions have been drawn which it is pro- 
posed to offer as a question of the highest con- 
stitutional privilege. One of these _ resolu- 
tions asserts the prerogative of 
the House, and the other provides 
that all the questions in controversy, not. only 
the one of — pe but the differences be- 
tween the House and tne Senate on the subject 
of the tariff, shail be committed to a Committee 
of Conference. In other words, it is proposed, 
under the color of a question of privilege, to 
give 4 Conference Committee the power to re- 
vise the tariff. A defect in this scheme. which 
will probably be found fatal, is, that nobody 
knows whether there is. any difference 
between the House and the Senate on 

subject ot the tariff beyond 
point to which the House 
proceeded in the consideration of the Ways 
and Means bill—that is, the sugar schedule. 
None of the important schedules, embracing the 
duties on cotton goods,woolen goods, flax goods, 
siik goods, etc., have been under the review ot 
the House atany time. Who can tell, there- 
fore, that the House upon full consideration 
would pass a bill exactly like the Senate bill? 
In short, there is no need of a conference be- 
tween the House and the Senate on the 
subject ot duties until the House, by 
formal vote, disagrees to the rates pro- 
posed by the Senate. That brings the subject 
back to the old difficulty again. How can the 
House be brought to a direct vote on the propo- 
sition to concur with the Senate ameudments? 
One or two of the parilameotary lawyers who 
have been investigating the subject have 
reached the conclusion that. while there is no 
recedent for the proposed scheme, it is not 
orbidden by the rules of the House, and is im- 
licitly sustained by precedents in the British 
*arliament. People who do not pay much at- 
tention to parliamentary practice naturally 
think that it is in the power of the 
majority, whether it be a majority of one 
or 100, to control the business of the House. This 
is a great error, and unless the rules of the 
House shall be changed, of which the prospects 
at this time are not reassuring, it will be in the 
power of a comparatively small number of Rop- 
resentatives to defeat ail tariff legislation by 
this Congress. There are plenty who desire to 
22 Senator Beck, who is bitterly opposed to 
thessenate bill and who voted against it, be- 
gan his work among the Democratic mem- 
bers of the House within ten minutes 
after the bill passed the Senate last night, ana 
be bas keptatitaliday.

rovided for, at 30 per cent ad valorem. The 
ncrease of 10 per cent, therefore, in the Senate 
bill is a reduction of 5 per cent on the practice 
of the Treasury, but an increase of 5 per cent 
over what the United States Cuurt says the law 
is. There is no doubt that the decision of the 
Circuit Court will be affirmed by the United 
States Supreme Court, so that this, really, is a 
practical decrease over the existing law, the 
present rate being two and one-quarter 
cents per pound on all enum- 
erated steel valued at less than seven cents 
per pound. The rates on steel above tive cents 
per pound, and not above seven, are as under the 
prosent law. On steel valued at seven to nine 
cents per pound there isa reduction of turee- 
fourths of acent per pound over the present 
law: above nine cents per pound in value, a re- 
duction of one-half a cent per pound. Steel in 
forms not specially provided for remains at 90 
per cent ad vaiorem, the present rate. The non- 
enumerated classes of mandfactures of iron 
and steel are fixed at 35 r ceat. On 
all various enumerated forms of manufactures 
of iron and steel the rates adopted by the Sen- 
ate are substantially those of the Tariff Com- 
mission, which are an average reduction of 20 
per cent below the present rates. 

SCHEDULE D—W0OOD AND WOODENWARE. 


This schedule remains about the same as the 
existing law, the Republican Senators baving 
reconsidered their first wise impulse to put 
rough lumber on the free list. This schedule, 
in which a reduction would have benefited the 
farmer, is maintained at existing rates for 
benetit of the lumber barons.

THE SENATORS. 
THEY DO A GREAT DAY’S WORK. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 21.—[Special.}—The 
Senate, after its long sessions on the Tariff bill, 
came jaded to its work this morning, but it ac- 
complished the largest day’s business of the 
session. It passed the Army Appropriation bill. 
the Fortification Appropriation bill, the joint 
resolution giving notice to Great Britain of the 
abrogation of the fishery clauses of the Wash- 
ington Treaty, and made some progress with 
the supplemental bill to aid in the suppression 
of polygamy. This was done in a seven-bour 
continuous session. <A caucus is to be held to- 
wiorrow morning by the Republican Senators 
to determine definitly on the order of 
business for the rest of the Congress. Gen. 
Logan had charge of the Army bill, and en- 
gineered it through the Seuate so that all legis- 
lation incorporated in it by the House was 
stricken out. Although Logan was tempted to 
edorrect some of the abuses which erntet in the 
army—notably the gross practice of fuvoritiem 
—by modifying the existing law, the Senate ad- 
hered to its resolu@op not to permit any new 
legislation on appropriation bills. This will 
prove to be a warning to the House. Mr. Logan 
opposed the existing policy of detailing officers 
to service in the signa! corps and keeping 
them there permanently. He said the idea that 
no other officer should Jearn the routine of sig- 
naling except those who for years bad been in- 
stalied in an office away from his command was 
outrageous. Me contended that it was nonsense 
that the service would suffer by a change at 
stated periods. He said that he had introduced 
a bili at this session of Congress to separate the 
civil trom the military branches, and was sur- 
prised to find himself immediately assailed iu 
editorials all over the country; but 
later be bad discovered that these ocdito- 
rials were written in the Signal Office 
and paid for out of Government funds. The 
ofiicers of the Signal Corps seem to have noth- 
ing better to do than to write editorials and 
lobby Congress to keep them in their positions. 
He would offer an amendment to the bill pro- 
viding that, of the twelve officers now detailod 
for duty in the Signal Corps, there should be re- 
turned to their regiments four during the year 
1883, four during 1884, and four during 1885, and 
others put in their places. Logan's motion, 
bowever, went out ou point or order. 

The Fortification bill was passed without 
amendment. 

Tne joint resolution relative to the fishegies 
requires the President to give the British Gov- 
ernment notice of the termination of the fishery 
clause on July 1 next, or as soon thereafter as 
may be, and that, in two years from that time, 
as required by the treaty, every department of 
the Government of the United States shall exe- 
cute the laws inthe same manneras if the 
treaty articles bad never been in force. 

Mr. Edmuuds, much to the embarrassment of 
the Democrats, brougbt up the Anti-Polygamy 
bill. The Democrats =. — are not 
all lygamists, but s a 
ous Vironmstance that nearly all 
defenders which the Mormons have are 
Democrats. The purpose of the Edmunds sup- 
plemental bili is to cure defects which the Utah 
Commissioners have discovered in the Edmunds 
bill of last year. It is found that polygamy can. 
not be suppressed under that bill. e new bill 
proposes in substance three things— first, that 
the first husband or wife of the accused person 
may be a competent witness in trials for bigamy; 
second, that marriage shall be a civil as weil as 
religious ceremony, a record of which shall be 
kept inthe Probate Court; third, that woman- 
suffrage in Utah shall be abolished. The Utah 
Commissioners say that, without giving the 
right to the first wife to testify against her hus- 
band. and breaking down the privacy of the en- 
dowment-house system by requir legal regis- 
tration of marriage, and without epriving the 
Mormoo concubines of the right of suffrage, it 
will be impossible to destroy polygamy in Utah.

Hair very earnestly advocated woman- 
suffrage . even among the Mormons. 
Mr. Edmunds maintained that it would be — 
possible to break up polygamy while the solic 
vote of the Mormon women is cast as the Mor- 
mon men wisb. The bill wilt probably lead to 
much debate. He said that the idea of the sec- 
tion was to liberate women from the galitng bo- 
sition at which their senses of decency and 
virtue revolted and which was perpetuated by 
this right of suffrage. if we include Mormon 
men we must also include Gentiles who do not 


break the law.

e frst important amendment reported by 


Yom mittee on Military Affairs was the inser- 
toe of 8 ragraph apptopriating $143,000 for 
civilian clerks for the Adjutaht-General’s do- 
partment and for the headquarters of military 
divisions and departments. Adopted. 

Tne next amendment was to increase the 
number of aids-de-camp for Generale from 
twenty to thirty-seven, to strike out the pro- 
vision limiting the number and making provis- 
jon as to their rank and pay, and to insert the 
following: Provided. that no officer shall re- 
main absent from his regiment on duty at 
Washington City for a longer period than three 
years at any one time, but this provision shall 
not apply to officers on the staff ot the com- 
nianding General of the army, vor tojthé officer 
in charge ot the publicauon of the records of 
the War of the Rebellion, or detailed to work on 
the Washington monument.” The fact that the 
exception did not apply to the officers of the 
signal-service corps gave rise to a discussion, 
Mr. Maxey and others arguing that those offi- 
cers should not be removed from Washington 
after three years’ service, end Mr. Logan (who 
bas charge of the bill), denying that he was (as 
represented) hostile to that corps, and con- 
tending that the military duties performed 
by it should be learned by all army 

ers. He wished all army others 
to have an opportunity of learning these duties, 
and he proposed to offer an amendment that, of 
the twelve signal service officers now in Wash- 
ington, four sball be sent back to their regi- 
ments in 1883, four in 1884, and four in 1885 (other 
officers to be detailed in their places). He al- 
luded to the fact that be had been attacked in 
editorial articies allover the country as being 
hostile to the signal service corps, and said these 
editorials had been inclosed to him in letters 
with the information that they bad been written 
in the signal service office and paid for out of 
He could demonstrate the 
truth of that statement. 

The amendment was excluded on a point of 
order. 

The question was then taken on striking out 
the clause limiting the number of aids-de-cam 
and providing that they shall not have any ad- 
ditional rank and pay, and it was struck out. 
The next amendment was to thé clause for fifty 
contract surgeons, to strike out fifty and ihsert 
“pot exceeding eigut y.“ Agreed to. 

The next amendment was to strike out of the 
bill the provision requiring disbursing officers to 
give bond witb sufficient sureties, and forbidding 
the tilling of future vacancies inthe pay nie 
and providing for the final transfer of the — 
ties of that corps to the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment, and to insert in lieu of ita ision 
that vacancies in the pay corps of „ erades of 
Colonel, Lieutenanot-Colonel, and Major shall 
not be filled by original appointment until the 
pay corps be reduced to forty Paymasters, and 
then establishing the number of the pay corps 
at forty (the present number being fifty-four). 

After considerable discussion the provision 

proposed to be inserted was exciuded On a point 
of order, and the provision in the bill was struck 
out. 
The next amendment was to strike out of the 
bill the provision timiting the pay for the traus- 
portation of troops and Government property 
on subsidized railroads to 50 per cent of the 
usual charge. The provision was struck out 
without discussion. 

The motion on Mr. Plumb's amendments was 
adopted limiting the amounts to be expended 
for compensation of civilian employés in the 
several departments of the army. 

The bill was then reported to the Senate. 

The amendments made lu committee were 
8 to and the bill passed. 

6 Fortifications Appropriation bill was 
called * by Mr. Hale and explained by Mr. 
Dawes. The amendments reported by the com- 
mittee were agreed to and the bil! passed. 

The report of the Committee of Conference 
on the bill granting the right of way to the Eik- 
born Railroad Company through the Niobrara 
military reservation in Nebraska was agreed to. 

Mr. Edmunds calied up the joint resolution to 
provide for the termination of the articies in 

Treaty of Washington relating to the fish- 
eries. 

Mr. Windom asked Mr. Edmunds whether the 
section of the joint resolution repealing the act 
to carry into elfect the provisions of the treaty 
relating to fisheries would repeal the law under 
which goods are peru. itted to be transported in 
bond through American territory. 

Mr. Edmunds said that to avoid all possible 
misconstruction on this point he would move to 
limit the application of this section of the reso- 
lution by iuserting the words so far as it re- 
lates to the articles of said treaty so to be ter- 
minated.”’ 

This amendment was agreed to. 

The joint resoluvon then passed. 

Mr. Edmunds moved to take up the Utah bill. 

Mr. Cali opposed the motion. 

The Senate by a vote of 22 yeas to 17 nays de- 
cided to take up the bill. 

Mr. Hoar moved to strike out the seventh sec- 
tion, which provides that it shall not be lawful 
for any female to vote at any election hereafter 
held in the Territory of Utah for apy public 
purpose whatever. 

Mr. Edmunds defended the provision. The 
votes of Mormon women were controlled by 
men who desired to keep up the political power 
of the polygamous Mormon Church. He thought 

importance of breiking up the Mormon 
system would fullv justify the suspension of 
female votingin Utah, without any reference 

ö all to the general question of women suf- 

rage. 

Mr. Hoar said Mr. Edmunds proposed to de- 
prive all the women or Utah of the rigut of 
suffrage because he believed a certain class of 
them would not vote as he thought they ougbt 
to vote. 

Mr. Edmunds said the question of suffrage was 
a political question within the control of the po- 
litical power, and that what Mr. Hoar had said 
about the opinions of Mormon women was en- 
tirely apart from this bill. It the real opiaion of 
those women could und expression he would 
to have them vote, because the very nature of 
every virtuous woman revoited against polyga- 
my and all its influences. It would not be con- 
stitutional to undertake to disfranchise any man 
or any womat on account of opinion; but every- 
body, except (perhaps) Judge Black, would 
agree that, in point of law, Congress could regu- 
late suffrage in the District of Columbia or in 
any Territory, could contine it to property-hold- 
~~ of $100,000 each, to paupers, or to any other 
class. 

Mr. Blair moved to amend the seventh section 
of the bill so as to make its provisions apply to 
* persons” instead of “females” only, and only 
to persons lawtully convicted of tne crime of 
bigumy or polygamy. 

he bill and amendments were still pending 
when the Senate adjourned, 


HOUSK. 

Tne Senate amendments to the Pension Ap- 
propriation bill were concurred in. , 

Mr. Casweil submitted a conference report on 
the Post-Office Appropriation bill, stating that 
the conferees had been unable to agree. Mr. 
Caswell expiained that the chief points of dif- 
ference were the items appropriating $135,000 
for special mail facilities and relating to the 
compensation allowed land-grant railroads for 
mail transportation. A further conference was 
ordered. 

The House went into Committee of the Whole 
on the Sundry Civil bill. 

The pending amendment was that offered last 
evening by Mr. McCook, under direc tion of the 
Military Committee, as follows: That all lands 
reserved for military purposes which in the 
opinion of the President may be no longer de- 
sirable for such purposes, or so much thereof as 
ho may designate, shall be placed under control 
of the Secretary of the Interior to be disposed 
of, provided said lands shall not be placed under 
control of the Secretary of tne Interior until the 
direction of the President therefor bas been 
filed in the Interior Department; provided also 
that said lands shall not be subject to location 
by warrant or scrip of any description, nor to the 
Homestead or Preémption laws of the United 
States; and provided further, that said lands 
shali not be sold until they sbali have been sur-

Mr. Beltzhoover moved to amend by striking 
out the clause authorizing the Secretary of War 
to detail for service in the signal corps not to 
exceed eight commissioned officers exclusive of 
Second- Lieutenants of the signal corps autbor- 
ized by aw. In advocating this amendment, 
Mr. Beitzhoover made an attack upon the ad- 
ministration of the signal service under Gen. 
Hazen. He believed this bureau was a purely 
civil institution, and who unmilitary. and 
that it should be transferred to some civil de- 
partment of the Government, and especially 
that it should be placed under charge of a bead 
who bad some scientific knowledge and some 
standing and reputation among the pular 
scientists of the country.

Mr. E. B. Taylor, of Ohio, in reply, defended 
Gen. Hazen's integrity and criticised Mr. Beltz- 
hoover's action in making an assauit upon that 
officer in a speech which was not openly deliv- 
ered but was printed in the Record. That whole 
speech was founded on incorrect information. 
This morning the gentieman again made an as- 
sault on Geu. Hazen, the burden of Ris speech 
being that the officer did not prosecute How- 
gate. What bad he to do with that prosecution? 
It was an unjust charge; it was an upreasonabie 
charge: it was without foundation, and, like the 
whole of the tirade, it wus based on false infor- 
mation. The gentieman bad charged Gen. 
Hazen with betng a General without a battle, 
a commander without a history. Had he known 
the slighest rudiments of his country’s history 
he would have kuown Gen. Hazen had been 
under fire as many times as any officer in the 
service. In connection with this cbarge the 
gentieman said Gen. Hazenstrutted on the stage 
and wore “the muniments of war shorn of all 
that makes it honorable.“ He (Taylor) did not 
know what Gen. Hazen wore. If he wore the 
“munoiments of war he wore something no 
other geutieman did. The muniments of war 
and the muniments which made it honorable! 
For a gentleman who spoke that kind of Eu- 
giish to instruct this committee what to do 
about anything! 

Mr, Calkins bore testimony to Gen. Hazeu's 
ere during the War. 

Mr. Beitzhoover then went on with his specifi- 
cation of charges: 

9. That Hazen had been running up the ex- 
penditures of the bureau to double what they 
were under Howgate. 

10. That Hazen's 
were more bold and infamous than Howgate's. 

ll. That Hazen was found guilty of — aud 
luomiuious cowardice and most disgraceful du- 


plicity. 

12, That Hazen's management of the bureau 
had not only been profligate and extravagant 
almost beyond parallel, but also without ade- 
quate resuits. 

Mr. Converse replied to and denied the charges 
of Hazen’s cowardice. He bore a musket- ball 
in his body received in honorable warfare. Yet 
be was arraigned as a coward by a mau who 
never sawabattic. What was the meaning of 
thie? He could tell. It was a remnant ofa 

uarrel that bad started years ago, when a 
Colonel came before an investigating commit- 
tee and dared to give testimony that threw from 
one of the highest places in the United States 
the man who occupied it. That quarrei had 
been continued from that bour to this, and Gen. 
Hazen had never seen a day of peace or rest since 
he gave his testimony. Spies had surrounded 
him and goné into bis very office. Scavengers 
had been employed to go into his spfſttoous and 
waste-baskeisto pick up remnants of papers 
and examine them. 

Mr. Taylor—Anod Mr. Beltzhoover has them. 

Mr. Converse—And this stuff, printed bere 
against Gen. Hazen: is largely the remnants 
which bave been dragged out of his waste- 
basket. 

Beltzhoover said the information on 
which be based his charges was derived largely 
upon record evidence, and asserted that the rec- 
ords of the Hazen court-martial corroborated 
his charge of cowardice. As to the remarks of 
the gentleman from Onio (Converse), did the 
gontleman mean to say that either he, or 
Gen. Hancock, or Gen. Sherman, or the 
President. or the Secretary ot War was 
in a conspiracy to break down poor little Brig.- 
—— Hazen because he had brougbt Belknap to 
trial? 

Mr. Converse—No, and they have never made 
such charges as the gentleman repeats. But I do 
believe that men have been set on Hazen's track 
using foul words to him in order to drive him 
1 fight, and so get an opportunity to kill 

m. 


Mr. Butterworth earnestly defended Gen. 
Hazen’s character for houesty and bravery. and 
suggested that the gentieman from Pennsyiva- 
nia had put dimself in au unenviable light be- 
fore the country in attacking that officer with- 
out formulating his charges and asking for an 
investigation. 

Mr. Beiltzboover stated he would have de- 
manded an investigation but for the approacb- 

adjournment of Congress. 
he amendment was then lost. 

On motion of Mr. Hiscock, an amendment was 
adopted authorizing the Secretary of War, in 
his discretion, to make a further detail of offi- 
cers for service in the Arctic Sea expedition. 

Mr. Blackburn offered an amendment re- 
ducing the appropriation for the United States 
Geological Survey from $240,000 to $222,000.

CRIMINAL NEWS. 


Murder of an Aged Couple Near Mem- 
phis, Tenn. by a Young Man—The 
Usual List of Misdeeds. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Feb. 21.—-A bioody tragedy 
was enacted last night nine miles south of this 
city. Daniel Townsend and his wife Minerva, 
an aged coupie, while sleeping were shot and 
Killed by Alex. Hill, a youth of 20 years, who 
worked on a farm owned by Townsend. No 
cause for the desperate deed is assigned by Hill, 
who has the appearance of béing soft-brained. 
Ali the parties slept in the same room. The 
murder was committed at o' clock in the morn- 
ing, the weapon used being a shotgun. The 
murderer led in his night-clothes, after com- 
mitting the act. Soon afterwards he was ar- 
rested and lodged in jail. The criminai and vic- 
tims are colored. 

Sr. Louis, Feb. 21.—A counterfeiter named N. 
F. Wiison was arrested today while in the act of 
circulating counterfeit silver dollars. He bad 
between 300 and 400 in his ssion. 

LitrLe Rock, Ark., Feb. 21.—-From advices 
received today from Indian Territory are 
learned the particulars of a terrible affair which 
at one time looked as if it would terminate in a 
massacre. Mr. Holgate save employment to a 
stranger. a man by the name of Solomon, who 
turned outto be very vicious and bad-tem- 
pered. He was sometimes employed in driving 
an express-wagon, but abus the borse most 
outrageously. Him and his employer were in 
the barn together, when Mr. Hoigate reproved 
him for abusing the horse. This incensed 
Solomon, who seized aciub, struck Mr. Holgate 
on the head, knocking him down, and making a 
severe scalp wound, then jumping on bim 
pinned him to the floor. Holgate’s wife, hear- 
ing the outcry in the barn, ran there and found 
Solomon apparently murdering ber husband, 
went to his rescue, hitting the madman with 
the club used her husband, by 
which he was freed from his as- 
sailaut, when husband and wife fied 
to the house to escape further assault, but be- 
fore the door could be fastened Solomon rusbed 
in with the club, prociaiming he would murder 
them all. To prevent this Holgate gota pistol, 
which was fortunately at hand, and tired on the 
would-be assassin as he tried to use the club on 
the wife. Luckily the shot was effective, and 
Solomon fell. It was at first thought the wound 
was fatal, but, as it was ascertained that be 
would live, Mr. Holgate nad bim taken to where 
he would be well cared for and hired a man to 
nurse him, and sent him nourishing food from 
his own house prepared by the bands of the 
woman he would have brained only for the pro- 
tection afforded by the busband.

PENSION FRAUDS. 


Several Persons at Louisville Brought 
to Grief Through the Efforts of a Spe- 
clal Agent. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 21L—[Special.}—The 
United States Court bere is handling roughly 
some of the fraudulent pensioners drawing their 
money quarterly through the agency here. For 
some time the Pension Bureau has been trying 
to unearth frauds in pension matters in this dis- 
trict, but unsuccessfully. A special agent was 
sent here to ferret them out and do other things 
at the same time. He proclaimed there was not 
a case of pension fraud in the district, and re- 
turned to Washington, where he seems to have 
made the same report, but the Commission- 
er at Washington was not satisfied, and 
sent another special agent, who says he is find- 
ing cases almost every day manifestly fraudu- 
lent. Today the case of Matilda Payne was on 
trial, and she was proven to have been twice 
married since she commeuced drawing her p en- 
sion, and yet each time she drew her $48 she 
swore she was yet the widow of Reuben Payne. 
The trial will last ali day tomorrow. Today the 
grand jury of the United States Court returned 
an indictment inst Granvilie Wiskell for 
fraudulently obtaining and procuring a pension.

CAIRO, 
THE RIVER AT A STAND-~—A BRIGHTER OUT- 
LOOK. 

Carro, Iil., Feb. 21.—(Special.]—Early this 
morning the Obio River came to a stand. It is 
believed that the great volume of water from 
Cincinnati has now passed this city, and unless 
the Aiton gorge breaks within tweoty- four 
hours it is doubtful whether the river will rise 
any bigher. Higher water is reported in the 
Wabash, and the Okaw River is doing much 
damage. There was no train from St. Louis 
this morning. It is supposed to be stranded 
about forty miles above. At New Athens there 
is a bad break, and passengers on the Cairo 
Short Line are ferried through the floods in 


skiffs. 

Citizens in the submerged districts of the city 
continue to get to higher ground or to transfer 
their valuables to the second and third stories, 
The editor of the Cairo Argus bas moved his 
family. 

Capt. Hacker, of the steamer Three States, 
says the scare will cost Cairo one-tenth of its 
population. The back streets, where the land is 
low, have not been so deserted since 1878, when 
yellow-fever raged bere. 

THE COUNTRY BELOW. 

The steamer Will 8. Hayes came up from New 
Orleans and Memphis today, bound to Cincin- 
nati. Capt. Tichenor reports the country entire- 
ly flooded between Cairo and New Madeira. 
Hundreds of people are sitting on housetops sig- 
naling for relief. No boat can reach them, as it 
is impossible to make headway against the ice- 
fleids that line the main channel of the Missis- 
sippl. 

A family on the roof of one floating house had 
beeu carried miles irom the point where they 
lived. The ice was wedged around their perch, 
so that skiffs sent to their relief only got within 
bailing distance. 

A boy 13 years old went to sleep last night and 
roiled off the noat ing roof into the stream. He 
went under the ice and was drowned. 

BIRD’S POINT. 

This afternoon Tue TRIBUNE correspondent 
went to Bird's Point, Mo., in company with 
Superintendent Jeffrey, of the IIlinois Central 
Road. It is impossible to conceive of a more 
harrowing picture of desolation, suffering, and 
ruin than is presented on the Mississippi River 
on the peninsula where Bird's Point runs out 
into the Mississippi. The afternoon was a per- 
fect one so far as weather is concerved. The 
thermometer marked 56, and there was nota 
cloud in the say. Nearing Bird's Point, not an 
inch of land is visible. The flood ex- 
tends back into the State of Missouri 
firteen miles. Tue incline of the Mobile & Ohio 
Road is under water, and the church at the 
point is all under water except the roof. Many 
of the houses and some of the business places 
have floated down stream and are hopeliesly 
shut off from the main channel by the ice- gorge. 
The Iron Mountain Depot at Bird's Point is at 
present an aquarium, while the station of the 
Texas & St. Louis Road is liable at any moment 
to go down stream. From one point your corre- 
spondent counted thirty-one bouses whicb bad 
been .deserted by their occupants. Only the 
roofs of the buildings are visible. 

THE RAILROADS. 

The property of the Wabash Road here suffers 
the most. The St. Louis, lron Mountain & 
Southern will be greatly damaged in Missouri. 
The Mobile & Obio Road here has abandoned 
business, and the Belleville branch of the St. 
Louis, Alton & Terre Haute has to contend with 
washouts which interrupt travel. The Wabash 
Road, the Vandalia & Effingham Road, and other 
systems have applied to Superintendent Jeffrey 
for temporary relief, and have in every instance 
been accommodated. The Vandalia & Eng- 
bam Road is damaged and impassable. ‘Trains 
run Via Odin and the Illinois Central. Nearly 
every railroad in Central and Southern Lilinois 
has been damaged by this flood, 

Superiutendeut Jeffrey requests THe TRIBUNE 
to contradict a misstatement made by two Chi- 
cago morning journals, to the effect that there 
bas been detention and trouble at Mayfield 
Creek bridge, ten miles below East Cairo. There 
has not been the sligbtest interruption of travel 
at that point. The Illinois Centrai has been ro- 
ceiving and carrying passengers from Tennes- 
see and Northwestern Kentucky, and bas thus 
made arecord of which it may well be proud. 
Ot the seven roads at this point it is the only 
one in successful operation. The Texas & St. 
Louis Narrow-Gage has a mile of track eight 
aud nine feet under water. 

INCIDENTS~—THE DAMAGE, 

With much difieulty Capt. Hecker. of the 
steamer Three States, succeeded in rounding to 
at Bird's Poiat about 1,000 feet from one of the 
railroad stations. Three families came aboard 
in skiffs. Outof the entire population of this 
village but six families now remain. Three of 
these are in the upper stories of their dwellings, 
avd tbree families straddie the roof of the 
round-bouse of the Texas & St. Louis Railroad. 

A litter of pigs occupy a small skiff which is 
tied to the building. One of the pigs was killed 
yesterday, and the roof-tenants devoured the 
raw flesh. 

Capt. Hecker found it impossible to get near 
enough to rescue the sufferers this afternoon, 
Another attempt will be made in the morning. 

Tun TRIBUNE correspondent counted fifty- 
seven buildings the roofs of which only were 
visible. The church structure is expected to 
give aay before morning. The watch-house of 
the Iron Mountain depot has floated a loug dis- 
tance down, and is keeled over iu the ice. One 
of the saloons in the village owned by a man 
named Stark has left its moorings and careened 
up alongside the roof of the colored church. 

The rescued dwellers along the bottom lands 
soon filled the boat which carried your corre- 
spondent. The refugees bring with them all the 
household goods they can carry. In all cases 
where it is possible they save the cows and hogs 
with supplies of corn and feed. Tne torward 
deck of the Three States this afternoon held 
every conceivable article, animate and inani- 
mate, which Hgures in domestic economy. from 
pianos to pigs, and from family Bibles to babies. 

WICKLIFFE, KY. 

From Bird’s Point the steamer was headed for 
Wickliffe, Ky. The flood is such that on either 
bank of the Mississippi the boat runs squarely 
to the edge of the sycamore trees, and many of 

assenpgers standing on the decks cut small 

ranches from the upper limbsof the taller 
trees. At normal tide Wickliffe is back from 
the main channel more than a mile. It 16 on a 
sandy bluff at the head of Willow Creek, an in- 
significant stream in summer, which a child may 
cross. Today the steamer made its way to 
the head of the swale and anchored 
alongside the track of the Illinois Ceutral. 
The rudder of the boat was on a level with some 
of the buildings, whose tenants had filed to the 
bluff above, and were found to be living in tents. 

The residents of Wickliffe report great suf- 
fering back of them and at various points be- 
iow. Boats cannot be sent to the points where 
the distress is known to be: greatest because of 
the trees. Oniy the upper branches of the syc- 
amores are visible, but they form a network 
which a ski cannot pierce. Thousands of 
sacks of corn are at Greenfield's 
on flatboats awaiting transfer to niuher 
land, whither live-stock has been driven. Great 
. —.— of grain are massed in barges at 

hompson’s and at the head of Island No. 2, but 
no steamer can be spared to tow the feed to the 
neighborhood, where it is now so sorely needed. 

FILLMORE, KY. 

Your correspondent found the Town of Fill- 
more, Ky., biotted out by the freshet. The 
water is hve feet deep in most of the houses. 
Every building is deserted. Four families bave 
camped on an elevated section on the embank- 
ment which supports the track of the Illinois 
Central Koad. They cannot be reached by rail. as 
ties on either side of them are wushed from the 
track-bed. No boat can getto them because of 
the interposing trees. They are provisioned for 
four days. If not succored by that time the only 
way they can reach East Cairois by coming in 
hand over hand on the telegraph wires. 

WASTE OF WATERS.

Mr. French weighs 200 
pounds, Near the incline, while both were 
walking abreast, they stepped simultaneously 
on the same tie, and the same second the tie, 
which rested on a quicksand bar and was not 
spiked to the rail, slid out into the river, carrying 

r. Jeffery with it. Being clogged with 
clothing, the Superintendent found himself 

werless iu the water. The log drifted away 
rom him before he could grasp it. Mr. French, 
who isa man of great presence of mind, com- 
prehended the situation at once. Throwing 
himself into the water, one band grasping the 
rail, he extended the other hand and drew Mr. 

Jeffrey to the track. The current was strong,

French's presence of mind 1 feel that I 

owe my life to.” The Superintendent and 

Supervisor French were conveyed to the 

lilinois side of the river, and at tho 

Halliday House found dry clothes. This after- 

noon Mr. Jeffery telegraphed his wife, who is at 

New Orleans, telling her not to be alarmed over

At II o'clock tonight the Ohio has not receded 
the fractional! part of ao inch from the highest 
level which Cairo bas seen this year. The 
trouble most to be feared is from a storm or 
from the sudden release of water held in check 
by the Aiton gorge. 

THE ALTON GORGE BROKEN. 

A late telegram received here contains the an- 
nouncement that the Aiton gorge gave way this 
afternoon. The Wabash has been rising all day, 
and the rise at Paducah, fifty miles above Cairo, 
bas been two inches this afternoon.

SHAWNEETOWN,. 

NO MITIGATION OF THE HORRORS OF THE 
INUNDATION—THE WATERS STLLL RISING. 
SHAWNEETOWN, III., Feb. 20, via EVANSVILLE, 

Ind., Feb. 21.— (Special.]—The present is a fright- 
ful experience. Hundreds in this city are pen- 
niless, and, with homes swept away by the fury 
of an unprecedented Ohio River flood, have no 
where to lay their heads. The question of food 
and shelter for our unfortunates now precedes 
all others, and noble efforts are being made to 
meet the exigencies of the sickening scene. 
Bverywhere buildings are not merely upset or 
toppling, but floating in a depth of twenty feet 
of water, and are swiftly passing away. Our peo- 
ple are huddied in every conceivable sort of 
shelter, the matter of safety and food being an 
all-pervading thought with them. Many are in 
second stories, where the water has reached a 
depth of a foot or two, but esteem themselves 
fortunate in the happy idea that the buildings 
will not be wrecked. Wecan but vainly try to 
meet their necessities, the difficulty of which is 
largely augmented by the fact that a large ma- 
jority of those abie to belp them are compelled 
to look after the immediate safety of their own 
babitations and that of their families. 

Thus is the labor of administering to so vast a 
multitude of sufferers thrown upon the bands of 
a scanty few. The water for thirty miles above 
us is from ten to forty miles wide, and cannot 
recede for several weeks at best. 
of a mere dash of suffering and distress, we must 
prepare for a fight of a month. Fifteen or twen- 
ty miles below are the narrows, between tower- 
ing bluffs. The whole volume must escape 
through a narrow ghuntiet. The pressure from 
above is eo strong that we find ourselves 
in a basin, with the water literally piled upon 
us in aheap. The river is still rising, but slowly, 
and we begin to hope that it will come to a stand 
tomorrow. All telegraphic and railroad eom- 
munication is cut off, and news from us must 
reach the outside world from telegraphic 
stations iu cities above. 


AN APPEAL FOR AID. 

Mayor Harrison received the following dis- 
patch from Shawneetown last evening: 

The water is five feet above the level. Hun- 
dreds of women and children are bomeless and 
hungry. Citizens are doing all they can, but 
can't supply food. Ask for contribuuons of 
food, to be seat by way of Evansville to the 
Mayor of Shawneewwn. 


HAVANA, ILL. 
THE ILLINOIS RIVER STILL KISING-BUILD 
INGS CARRLED AWAY. 

HAVANA, III., Feb. 21.—[Special.]—The Illinois 
River is higher than ever before and rising. The 
ice started this morning and carried away the 
western approach to the wagon bridge and 
broke a part of the protection to the draw pier. 
At4p. m. the ice moved down again, and sent 
timbers and ice crashing down against Phelps’ 
large warehouse, carried it down stream, and 
broke it down into the water. 

Au empty dwelling belonging to Dr. Harpham, 
on the open bottom, was floated half a mile and 
laid over on its side near Caiifornia Bend, 
in Spoon River. The main body of the 
ice from Spoon River, Flag Lake, and the II- 
nois River is yet to come down. Should it all 
come at once, both the wagon and railroad 
bridges will be in great danger. 

The wind is southwest, and it may rain tonight. 
The water in Spoon River is up within a few 
feet of the narrow-gage bridge, and when the 
ice moves may take it away. No one cam tell 
what this night may bringforth.

New ORLEANS, La., Feb. 21—The steamer 
Susie B., placed at the d Jof the Govern- 
ment, leaves Vicksburg Thursday for the inspec- 
tion of the levees under United States and State 
contracts below Vicksburg. Large numbers of 
men and teams are burrying to threatened 
localities. kt is general lieved the works 
cannot be completed in time to prevent over- 
flows. There. has been forwarded to Point 
Coupee Landing tents, tarpaulins, wheel- 
barrows, tools, and lumber; also cooking-ranges 
and supplies for a large force, inelu 
blankets and lumber for quarters.

CINCINNATI 

CINCINNATI, Feb, 21.—The river continues to 
decline at the rate ot an inch an hour, and is 
now low enough to allow steamers to use the 
public landing.

MANITOBA’S DANGER. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Feb. 19.—A gentieman holding 
large land properties in Manitoba stated toa 
correspondent today that it is feared the Red 
River Valley will suffer greatly during the com- 
ing spring from an overflow of the river. The 
Meteorological Office reports that the snowfall 
in Manitoba up to the end of January was 87 per 
cent over the average of the last seven years up 
to that date. The rivers in Manitoba all running 
north commence at their source in the south, 
but owing to large quantities of ice in the lakes 
blocking the mouth of the rivers the water is 
forced back, causmg it to overflow banks and 
inundate the country. The gentleman referred

THE RIVER ABOVE THE DANGER LINE AT

BRADWELL—MNALLY. 
MORE EVIDENCE FOR THF CONTESTANT. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 21.—[Special.]—Judge 

Bradweli has obtained a couple of very im- 
portant affidavits which go to confirm the accu- 
racy of the recent recount made by the Sub- 
Committee on Elections. The afidavits are 
made by James H. Fry, Republican, and Charles 
Biehl, Democrat, two of the judges of the Second 
Precinct of the Third Ward. These affidavits 
are accompanied by the original memoranda, 
from which the judges made up the tally 
sheets and the official returns to 
the County Clerk. The judges make oath 
that in their returns there were 155 straight 
Democratic tickets for ull the candidates, legis- 
lative and others, and that they only counted 
one vote each for McNally and Abrahams, 
whereas they should have counted one and one- 
dalt for each on each baliom They also swear 
that there were 237 straight Republican tickets, 


and that they gave Thomas and @radwell 
only one vote apiece on whon they 
should have given them ore an ne-baif. 


This error, they swear, was fhcorporated into 
their returns and the tally-sheets, whereas had 
the votes been counted correctly, Bradwell 
would have had 115% more votes and McNally 
77% more, making a net gain for Bradwell of 41 
votes. Amending the returns in accordance 
with the affidavits, Bradwell actually received 
votes, while the committee recount, just 
made, if amended in accordance witb tbe at- 
davits, would give him 5914%—a variation of just 
14 votes from the committee recount. Taking the 
returns so amended for McNally, that gentleman 
would receive 362% votes as against 559% under 
the committee recount, which, if similariy cor- 
rected, would show a difference of just three 
votes. The affidavits, one by a Democrat and 
the other by a Republican, are the strongest

TAXING TELEGRAPH COMPANIES. 

Whitney's bill imposing a tax of 2 per cent on 
the gross receipts of telagraph companies was 
passed without discussien—yeas 34, nays 5. The 
bill, which uow goes to the House for its con- 
currence, provides that telegraph companies 
operating in the State shall make an annual re- 
port to the Auditor, which sbali state the name 
und locality of the persou or corporation, the 
number of miles operated ip the State, and 
the amount of gross recefpts, verified by oath. 
The bill provides that no such company shall do 
business without a license from the Auditor, 
which shall be obtainabidyearly by payment of 2 
per ceat of the gross recetpts, as set forth in the 
report. Violacions of the act are punisbabie by 
a fine of from $10 to @100 for each offense, and 
the violaters may be prosecuted by iadictment 
or information, or proceeded against by an ac- 
tion for debt.

Gitflham, Hereley, Lan- 
ing, McNary, Shaw, Shumway, and Walker—8. 
All the Republicans present voted in the aftirm- 
ative. 

The bill provides that children between the 
ages of 8 and 14 years shall be sent to school for 
a period of not less than twelve weeks in each 
vyeur, unless excused by the Board of Education or 
School Directors for cause. If the mental or 
bodily condition of the child prevents attend- 
ance, or if it is as far advanced by private study 
as children of its age in the schools, these facts 
may be setupas a defense. The penaity for 
failure to comply with the provisions of the act 
is tixed at 85 to , to be applied to tne school 
funas, Justices of the Peace being given juris- 
diction. It is made the duty of School Directors 
to prosecute offenses under this act, and their 
failure to do so is made punishable by a fine of 
510, to be sued for by any resident tax-payer, 
and turned into the school funds. 

SCHOOL-SITES IN CHICAGO. 

The first bili to Occasion discussion was one 
introduced by Senator Torrance,to empower 
Boards of Education to acquire title to land to 
be used for school-sites by the right of eminent 
domain. Senator Torrance explained that this 
measure Was intended for the beoefit of Chica- 
go, aud would simply give the Board ef Educa- 
tion of that city the same powers that School 
Directors enjoyed in other parts of Me State. 

Two or three Senators, tinding that the meas- 
ure was a Chicago one, raised their voices 
against granting this power to the Chicago 
Board of Edueation, and Benator Clough, with- 
out deigning to explain why, announced that be 
would have to vote against the bill. 

Senator Mason made a strong appeal for the 
passage of the bill. He expiained the difficulties 
that were cxperieuced in Chicago in fluding any 
Kind of school sites, even in unsuitable locali- 
ties, and the necessity of vaying exorbitant 
prices for such sites. Senator White also ex- 
—— the necessity of this measure, and the 

ill went through with the emergency clause. 

The bill is as follows: 

“sec. I. Be it enacted, etc., Whenever any 
Board of Education shall select ground or a site 
for buildings to be used for soul purposes, and 

be unable to agree with the owners or parties in 
interest as to the price to de paid for the fee 
thereof, or for any other cause cannot secure 
the title thereto, such Board of Education may 
acquire such title to such property in any mun- 
ner that may now or hereafter be provided by 
any law of eminent domaia for the condemna- 
tion of land by municipal or other public corpo- 
rations. 

“Sec. 2. All lands so acquired shal! be held, 
owned, and controlled ia the same manner as 
other lands purchased for, or granted, or dedi- 
cated to schoo! purposes. 

“Sec. 3. And,whereas, there is great difficulty 
experienced in procufing sufficient school ac- 


, commodations, and there is no law now in foree 


expressiy providing tor the acquirement of 
schoo! property in the manner above provided, 
therefore an emergency exists, and this act 
shail be in force from and after its passage. 

Ray's bill to prohibit the catching of fish with 
any device other than with hook and line be- 
tweeo Feb. 15 and June lb of each year was 
passed, but a mution to reconsider was entered. 

Among the new bills introduced today was 
one by Senator Laning to repeal the act con- 
cerning voluntary assignments; one by Sena- 
tor Gillham to encourage the planting, culture, 
and growth of forests and timberin tbis State; 
and one by Senator Needles to require cities, 
villages, and towns in all appeal cases to give 
security like individuals in like cases. 

The Senate adjourned until morning, well sat- 
isfied with its day’s work. 


THE HOUSE. 
THE HAND OF HAINES. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 21.—{Special.]—The 
Independent party rose up after the reading of 
the journal this morning, and made the rather 
fresh and unprecedented motion to refer that 
same journal to the Committee on Rules for ex- 
amination, verification, and report. 

Speaker Collins asked Mr. Herrington, the 
leader on the Democratic side, if he believed the 
motion was in order, and Mr. Herringtog prompt- 
ly replied that he had never heard it made be-

The House 
exhibited its disgust and its fear that some one 
might next present the victims of a sausage- 
mill accident as worthy subjects of relief, by 
adjourning right then and there, and leaving 
the bill hung upon second read ing. 


HANNIBAL & ST. JO BONDS. 


Argument in the Suit of the Railroad 
Company Against the State of Mis- 
souri. 

KANSAS City, Mo., Feb. 21.—[Special.]—Argu- 
ments were today heard before Judge J. K. Cra- 
vens, of this city, in the celebrated Hannibal & 
St. Joseph bond case, the legal titie of which suit 
is R. G. Rolston et al. vs. Thomas T. Crittenden, 
Governor of Missouri. Judge John F. Dillon 
and Elihu Root Jr., of New York, and Ward 
Easley appeared for the railway company, and 
Attorney-General McIntyre for the State. The 
taets in this important case are as follows: In 
1851 the State of Missouri by act of Legis- 
lature loaned its credit in the shape of bonds to 
the Hannibal & St. Joseph Railroad Company to 
the extent of $1,500,000. The bonds bore 6 per 
cent interest, which the company agreed to and 
did pay when due. in 1855 the Legislature pro- 
vided fora further loan of the credit of the 
State to the extent of another $1,500,000 to the 
same road.

The matter 
was taken to the United States Circuit 
Court, and Judge McCrary, of Keokuk, last

Vigorous Language of a Milwaukee 
Coroner’s Jury iu the Orton-O0° Toole 


Case. . 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 21.— [Special.] — The 
verdict of the Coroner’s jury in the case of 
Kittie O Toole, who died suddenly tn Dr. Orton's 
office last Sunday, caused a sensation. It was 
expected that the verdict would connect the 
Doctor with the girl's death, but the public 
was not prepared for so stroug and einphatic a 
documeut as was agreed upon and made public 
within fifteen minutes after the jury returned 
from consultation. The verdict is so unequivo- 
cal ip language and so bref that it is here given 
in tull: “We, the Coroner's jury, upon our 
oaths do say that the said Kittie O'Toole 
came to her death on the 1sin day of February, 
18%3. at the office of Dr. C. H. Ortou, No. 127 
Clinton street, in the City of Milwaukee, same 
county, about 2 p. m., and that the cuuse of 
said Kittie O Toole’s death was an abortion per- 
formed on ber by Dr. C. H. Orton, and in view 
of the statement sworn to by said Orton and 
others, that be Was engaged soon to marry 
Kittie O"Loole, we consider his double crime of 
u bortiou and murder more than ordi- 
narily brutal, aud deserving the severest 
sentence ol the law. Aud we further 
declare that we unavimousiy requested the 
Coroner to direct the arrest of said Orton yester-

It would be interesting to know 
just how much Senator Tabor paid for the 
privilege of uttering those four letters 
in the sanctuary of Sumner, Seward, and 
Webster. The Senate Tariff bill protects 
lead, and Tabor is a great producer of lead, 
which is a refuse product of his silver mines.

The Tariff bill was good“ for him, and he 
knows that kind of a good thing when he 
sees it.

Tne Illinois Senate yesterday passed and 
sent to the.House four bills. The first was 
the measure requiring the State’s-Attorney 
of Cook County to make report of all fines 
and forfeitures collected by him to the Crim- 
inal Court. Whiting's bill taxing telegraph 
companies 2 per cent of their gross receipts 
passed without discussion by a vote of 34 
to 5. Walker's Compulsory-Education bill 
also went through—yeas 32, nays 8. All the 
Republicans present voted in the affirma- 
tive on this bill, and the opposition 
was composed of eight mossback Bourbons. 
The bill provides that children between 
the ages of 8 and 14 years must be sent to 
school not less than twelve weeks in each 
year, and provides penalties for parents and 
guardians who negiect their duty in the 
premises. A bill permitting Boards of Edu- 
cation to secure school sites by condemna- 
tion went through with the emergency clause 
attached. The House wasted its day in 
listening to a tirade of nonsense from the 
alleged Independent party from Lake Coun- 
ty, who was ably seconded by his Democratic 
allies.

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Tue melancholy days have come when 
Congressmen try to rush through the closing 
hours of a session the jobs that have been 
choked off in more watchful hours. The 
final moment of an expiring Congress, when 
faithless members elected to stay at home 
want tosnatch what last forbidden fruitthey 
may, are especially prolific of such attempts. 
The greatest fraud of the dozens lying in 
wait for an unwary majority in some ex- 
cited and careless moment is the Southern 
Pacific consolidation bill. Thisis in charge 
ot Representative Butterworth. This same 
patriot has in his care, by a singular co- 
incidence, the next most dangerous 
scheme in ambush—the bonded whisky ex- 
tension bill. Both these measures have been 
thoroughly riddled by the press, and both of 
them the House has refused to pass under 
suspension of the rules. So objectionable is 
the consolidation bill that the California Leg- 
islature broke away from its Central Pacific 
harness and sent a remonstrance to Congress 
against its adoption. When a California 
Legislature does that, the case must be seri- 
ous indeed. The consolidation is not only 
intended to create a monopoly in the trans- 
continental transportation of the South west, 
and to revive lapsed grants amounting 
to-50,000,000 acres, but to raise the Southern 
Pacific and the other connecting roads above 
the jurisdiction of the States through which 
they run. It makes them a Federal corpora- 
tion, which will claim at once that its acts 
and methods of doing business cannot be 
supervised by any local authorities. The 
bill does not even name the roads to which 
it applies, a circumstance itself of such 
suspiciousness as to justify any Representa- 
tive in refusing to vote forit. .Mr. Butter- 
worth and his two bills will bear all the 
watching honest Congressmen can give them 
until March 4, 


IMPAIRMENT OF BUSINESS CONFIDENCE. 

There was a considerable decline yesterday 
in the prices of stocks, produce, and bread- 
stuffs, and a prevailing sense of insecurity 
Was noted in the business centres. There 
are some obvious reasons for this sensitive 
feeling. The winter has been unusually se- 
vere and has retarded enterprises—especial- 
ly building—which would have progressed if 
the season had been favorable. It has been 
followed by tremendous floods in different 
sections of the country, which have not 
merely inflicted a direct loss upon the flood- 
ed districts, but have also interrupted trans- 
portation and putacheck upon exchanges. 
There have been a few important failures in 
the iron trade due to a depression which has 
resulted from overproduction and a reaction 
in prices, The uncertainty in regard to taritf 
and financial legislation in the National Con- 
gress may have had a depressing influence in 
some lines of business, and it has certainly 
served as an excuse wherevér weakness or 
embarrassment has been exposed. ‘These 
various influences are mainly of a temporary 
character, but they are sufficient to account 
for a fail in prices in the sharp turns of spec- 
ulation. 

There is no doubt that business confidence 
is considerably disturbed. There is a gen- 
eral disposition to lend a willing ear and give 
premature credence to rumors affecting the 
solvency of banks and business houses, 
There have been several instances of this 
tendency on the Board of Trade and on the 
street during the last few days. Indeed, 
there is a well-founded suspicion that un- 
scrupulous persons have on more than one 
occasion taken advantage of the nervous 
condition of the market to start unfounded 
rumors calculated to affect credits and de- 
press prices. There is really more ground 
than usual for discrediting rumors, and 
level-headed men will not permit themselves 
to be deceived but endeavor to lull the un- 
easiness wherever they find signs of it. 

There is one thing which everybody should 
keep in mind. Prevailing conditions are not 
at all favorable to a panic. There is no gen- 
eral strain upon credit, though individual! 
instances are constantly outcropping where 
enterprise or speculation has outrun re- 
sources or judgment. But the prosperity of 
the last three years has not betrayed the 
American people as a Nation into anything 
like the personal extravagance and business 
recklesness which preceded the panic of 1873. 
There is one essential difference between the 
conditions now and then. The currency of 
the country, which was then watered and 
fictitious, is now upon a sound basis, and 
there is not a particle of reason for appre- 
hending any peril from that direction. Prior 
to 1873. too, all kinds of enterprise were dis- 
tended with wind and Water, and ready to 
collapse. A fictitious currency had fur- 


1 nished a false basis for business, and a num- 


ber of years was required to restore financial, 


commercial, industrial, and transportation 


present time, however, every dollar in cir- 
culation is werth 100 cents, and the lines of 
credit thrown out by the majority of busi- 
nese-men do not exceed their available re- 
sources, There is ho danger of a general 
panic in such a condition of things. 

Prices are not extravagantly high. In 
stocks a comparison of the highest prices 
during the present month with the highest 
prices of February, 1882, shows that there 
has been a gradual shrinkage, which affords 
a protection against any sudden collapse. 
For instance, the change during the year has 
been: In Jersey Central from 90 to 72; in 
Central Pacific from 86 to 80; in St. Paul 
from 106 to 102; in Rock Island from 130 to 
123; in Louisville & Nashville from 67 to 55; 
in Union Pacific from 110 to 104; and so on 
in the general run of stocks. The exceptions, 
as a rule, are those backed up by substantial 
earnings. It may be that stocks are still too 
high, but this comparison shows that there 
is not the same degree of inflation there was 
a year ago, and the danger of a panic is 
abated in proportion. It is true that there 
has been a large amount of railroad building 
during the last three years, some of which 
bas been the paralleling of trunk lines, and 
much of it reaching out for premature de- 
velopment. But there are two conditions 
which are calculated to minimize the evils of 
unprofitable railroad construction. One is 
that the money has been furnished by the 
redemption of bonds by the Government te 
the amount of $150,000,000 a year, and not by 
drawing on foreign credit; the other is that 
railroad building has been conducted more 
upon economic business principles, and not 
so much through bloodsucking Crédit-Mo- 
bilier construction companies. 

There is nothing alarming about the out- 
look for breadstuffs and produce. Prices 
now are much lower than they were a year 
ago. It is true that the certainty of a short 
crop and a large foreign demand stimulated 
the prices of last year to an extraordinary 
degree. On the other hand, the conditions 
for the present year are by no means discour- 
aging. Reports from Great Britain and Ger- 
many indicate a shortage in European crops 
and a good demand for American bread- 
stuffs; and the severe cold of the last winter 
and the spring floods, though they must en- 
tail losses upon certain localities, will aid in 
establishing good prices for export. That 
class of speculators who are naturally 
“bearish ’’ may be tempted to sell largely for 
tuture delivery, because they know they can 
“jie down” if they find they are mistaken; 
but people who have property will be very 
foolish to dump it on the market and sacri- 
fice their own interests only to contribute to 
the general downward tendency for the time 
being. 

It will not be surprising if the list of fail- 
ures shall be enlarged before business con- 
fidenee can be generally restored. But such 
failures as may occur, like those which have 
occurred, will be found to be among men 
who have overreached their resources and 
strained their credit—a class net numerous 
enough now to threaten the banks, the great 
majority ot which have been doing a con- 
servative business, nor to imperil legitimate 
business asa whole. The men who retain 
their confidence and keep their heads level 
will fare the best. 


THE LATEST ATTACK ON SILVER. 

The attacks on silver which are kept upin 
the New York newspapers and crop out oc- 
casionally in Congress could not be more in- 
opportune than at present nor more unfair 
at any time. A provision in the Sundry- 
Civil Appropriation bill setting aside $100,000 
for the construction of additional vaults for 
the safe-keeping of standard silver dollars 
afforded the latest opportunity for assaulting 
the present policy of a limited coinage. But 
this assault also gave Mr. Belford the oppor- 
tunity for exposing the injustice of the at- 
tack and the selfish purpose which prompts 
it. There are only $29,000,000 of standard sil- 
ver not in actual circulation either physically 
or through certificates of deposit, and that 
sum might be paid out by the Government in 
a few weeks without producing the slightest 
disturbance. Certainly there is no objection 
to the Government’s safe-keeping of silver 
for which certificates of deposit are in actual 
cirenlation as currency. It is difficult to con- 
ceive of a better currency than notes repre- 
senting an equal amount of coin guarded by 
the Government. 

The unwarranted attack upon silver coin- 
age, which does not exceed $2,000,000 a 
month, is especially outrageous because it is 
made at a time when there is a sense of inse- 
curity in business circles. The suspension 
of silver coinage or the retirement of silver- 
certificates would operate as a contraction of 
the currency, and a contraction of the cur- 
rency would increase the popular apprehen- 
sion of hard times. It looks very much as 
‘though it were just this deplorable con- 
dition of things which the capitalists 
and money-lenders of the East desire, 
with a view to increasing their ex- 
actions for renewals and advances. 
Every movement against the standard 
silver dollar is designed to reduce the debt- 
paying money of the country to gold alone— 
a change which of itself would be enough to 
bring on hard times. To do this at a period 
when there is a notable lack of confidence in 
business circles would be to hasten and in- 
crease the depression in business circles. 
Every man who owes money would become 
a victim to his creditor, and those who should 
not be forced to succumb to the pressure 
would be required to pay dearly for their im- 
munity from bankruptcy. The Shylock busi- 
ness was never more apparent and never 
more outrageous than itis now. Fortunate- 
ly there is not the slightest danger that Con- 
gress will yield to the Shylock demand. 


THE SENATE REVENUE BILL. 

The passage by the Senate—and by a non- 
partisan vote—of the Tariff and Internal- 
Revenue bill is the first ray of intelligence 
that comes from the tariff discussion of the 
session. The bill as passed reduces the rey- 
enue from internal-revenue taxes some thir- 
ty to forty millions of dollars. It reduces 
the rate of taxes on certain classes of tobac- 
co one-half; it abolishes certain petty taxes, 
as on perfumery, matches, and other objects, 
including taxes on bank stamps, etc. It 
leaves, however, the tax on spirits un- 
changed, and the other repealed taxes might 
well have been abolished some yearsago, So 
far as the taxes repealed are concerned there 
can be no regret. The country isin che re- 
celpt of an excessive revenue, and even the 
repeal of these taxes will lead to an increase 
of the revenue from the other objects of tax- 
ation not repealed. 

The original purpose and expectation was 
that Congress would reduce taxation to the 
extent of $100,000,000 a year, that being about 
one-half the whole surplus revenue. Of this 
it was proposed by the President and the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury that one-half should 
be taken from the customs revenue and the 
other half from the internal revenue. 
The bill which has passed the Sen- 
ate fails to make the whole reduc- 
tion anticipated. It repeals about $40,000,000 
of internal revenue, but the change in the 
tariff reduction is altogether uncertain. The 
latter may be a reduction anywhere from 
one to ten millions. in the House the bill, 
so far as matured in that body, increased 
rather than reduced the tariff taxation, but 
that bill has now hardly any chance of adop- 
tion. If any bill passes it will be substan- 
tially the Senate bill. and we do not believe 


as a calamity should Congress adjourn with- 
out passtug any bill reducing taxation. 

It is true the Senate bill falls far short of 
what in our judgment it ought to provide, 
Some of its worst features have been fastened 
on it by Democratic votes. Voorhees, Pen- 
dleton, Vance, the Maryland and West Vir- 
ginla Senators, McPherson, Vest, George, 
the Florida and Louisiana Senators by their 
votes defeated every effort of the conserva- 
tive Republican Senators to revise and reduce 
the tariff. In the House the action of the 
high-tariff Democrats was in the same direc- 
tion, and the extravagances of that bill were 
all the result of Democratic votes. 

It is to be hoped there are Republicans and 
Democrats in sufficient number in the House 
to take up this Senate bill and pass it as it is. 
There is much in this bill which should com- 
mend it to the good sense of the members. It 
makes several salutary reforms, and puts an 
end to various abuses and absurdities con- 
tained in the present bill, and while the new 
tariff is grossly objectionable in its perpetua- 
tion of enormous taxes, it is, even in the mat- 
ter of reduction, greatly to be preferred toany 
other bill possible to be passed at this session. 
The bill ought to be passed for the reforms 
that it contains, even if these reforms fall 
short of what an honest tariff bill should 
contain. 
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CALL AN EXTRA SESSION. 

The bitter tariff debate of 1852 and 1835 
closed by the adoption by the House of the 
Senate bill offered by the distinguished gen- 
tleman from Kentucky, Henry Clay. The 
present Senate has finished consideration 
of its Tariff bill, which it has adopted. But 
the fact that it makes reductions in some of 
the taxes has determined the demented pro- 
tectionists of the House not to allow it to 
pass their body under any circumstances. 
As the House cannot possibly finish its own 
bill, this Congress may adjourn without ef- 
fecting any reduction of customs revenue. 

This default in the discharge of a great 
public duty, pressed upon Congress by the 
recommendations of the President, the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and even the pro- 
tectionist Tariff Commissioners, will un- 
questionably hurt the Republican party, 
which controlled Congress, and is responsi- 
ble as well for its sins of omission as those 
of commission. But if this damage should be 
done to the party, and it seems to be in- 
evitable, the public interest still demands that 
the burdens of taxation be reduced. If this 
alleviation cannot be obtained through 
the Republican party, the people will de- 
mand that it be given them by the Demo- 
crats, or at least that the Democrats have an 
opportunity to show what they can do. 

The influence of the Democrats has been 
very decidedly thrown during the tariff de- 
bate against the adoption of the Senate or 
the House bills. They have criticised these 
measures as tricky, misleading, calculated to 
increase revenue under the pretense of de- 
creasing it, and intended to highten the indi- 
rect but very severe burdens of“ protection“ 
upon the consumers of manufactured goods, 
and coal, salt, lumber, and copper. Many of 
these criticisms were entirely just. But to 
criticise is not to govern, All the interests 
of business and trade are suffering poignant- 
ly from the uncertainty of the tariff. legisla- 
tion. Publie policy requires that this sus- 
pense be brought to as speedy an end as pos- 
sible. The power todo this win soon pass 
away from the Republicans. It will then 
rest with the Democrats, 

President Arthur’s duty is plain. If com- 
mercial and financial interests hang in sus- 
pense all summer in dread of the resumption 
of the unsettling tariff debate in December, 
the strain will be almost greater than either 
speculative or legitimate business can bear. 
‘There must be no interregnum in this dis- 
quietude. Now thatit has been begun, it 
should not be discontinued until it is ended 
for good and all. If no bill reducing taxes 
should be presented to him for his ap- 
proval it will be the President’s duty 
to call upon the next Congress to assemble 
as the present Congress adjourns and to 
complete its unfinished task of reducing 
taxation. The country wants taxes re- 
duced; it wants to see the surplus revenue 
cut down to a figure that will cease to attract 
corruptionists and stimulate extravagance. 
It wants to see if the public virtue of the 
Democrats is equal to an attack on the rings 
and monopolies encamped behind the tariff. 
lf this work is to be done, it will be best done 
quickly. 


MUNICIPAL DEBTS IN ILLINOIS. 

We published in detail,a month ago,a 
table of the municipal indebtedness of the 
State of Illinois. This table was compiled 
from the reportof the Auditor of State, so 
far as that officer was able to collect the in- 
formation from the local officers. Brad- 
street’s Journal, however, has fallen intoa 
singular mistake concerning this matter, ow- 
ing to a misconception of the facts. The 
Constitution of Lilinois of 1870 prohibited the 
further creation of any indebtedness by any 
municipality of the character known as rail- 
road-aid debts, which up to that time had as- 
sumed formidable proportions. Several mill- 
ions of debt of this character were contract- 
ed during the few months immediately pre- 
ceding the adoption of the prohibition. The 
State Constitution prohibited, further, that 
“any county, city, township, school district, 
or other municipal corporation be allowed to 
become indebted in any manner or for any 
purpose to an amount, including existing in- 
debtedness, in the aggregate exceeding 5 per 
cent on the value of the taxable property 
therein,” as ascertained by the last State as- 
sessment. The last report of the Auditor, 
giving the municipal indebtedness of this 
State, gives the aggregate at $51,725,283, 
which, by comparison with previously pub- 
lished lists, shows thatin the meantime the 
whole indebtedness had hardly been dimin- 
ished, : 

Upon this statement Bradstreet’s com- 
ments as follows: 


It appears from the report that in very few 
instances has city or village indebtedness been 
reduced to any considerable extent; but in many 
cases it bas been increased, though it exceeded 
the charter limitations before the increase was 
added. That is to say, in many cases the incor- 
porated villages and embryo cities of lilinois 
have managed somehow to contract illegal 
debts. This, in spite of the fact that by a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of Lilinois a part of 
the debt of Chicago was declared void because 
of its being in excess uf the legal limit. 


This is entirely a mistake. No illegal 
debts have been contracted by the cities or 
towns of this State since 1870. New debts 
have been created since that time by cities 
and towns which at that time were free from 
debt, but never in excess of the constitutional 
prohibition. Chicago, in ignorance of negli- 
gence of the scope of the prohibition, created 
some years ago a te mporary or floating debt, 
but it was promptly paid and discharged 
u pon the first intimation. The unjust inter- 
ence that the municipalities of this State 
have paid off none of their debts since 1870 
is unwarranted. There has never been a 
complete list of the municipal debts of IIII- 
nois existing at the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion in 1870; it has taken ten years to collect 
the facts of that indebtedness, and the list is 
pot yet perfect. * the list now ascer- 
tained is equal to that -officially known in 
1870, despite the payments, its present mag- 
nitude is not due to the creation of new 


that time, but since made known to the 
State officers.. No official record had been 
kept of such indebtedness in this State until 
within a few years. The constitutional pro- 


that time the municipal i ess then 
due was mach greater than was supposed to 
éxist. The wisdom of that prohibition has 
been fully appreciated in this State, and in 
no place more so than in Chicago. 


IN MEMORIAM. 

The narrative of events in the active life of 
the late Samuel J. Medill, which belonged to 
the world, has already been printed in the 
columns of Tue CuicAeo Trisune, with 
which he was so long and conspicuously 
identified; but the tribute of respect to his 
memory would not be complete without 
some reference to that part of his life which 
belonged to his profession, and to those char- 
acteristics known only to his intimate friends 
and to his associates in the office, who will 
long miss his familiar presence and cordial 
greetings. e 

As a journalist Mr. Medill was active, 


| alert, keen, clear in his perceptions, and 


quick in his execution, and all these quali- 
ties were intensified by enthusiasm. The 
position of managing editor, which he filled 
so ably, is an exacting one. It requires a 
high degree of executive ability, a clear 
vision of what is transpiring today, a clear 
outlook of what may occur in the future, a 
knowledge of the importance of news, in- 
stant decisions upon its value, promptness in 
securing it, and sharpness to detect it in ad- 
vance of others. Mr. Medill was not want- 
ing in any of these directions. He had the 
rare faculty of knowing what news was at 
sight, what the public wanted, how much 
they wanted, and how to furnish it in an at- 
tractive form. No emergency found him 
unprepared. However suddenly an event 
happened, however immense it was, he in- 
stantly organized all his preparations and 
massed his resources and presented it to the 
public well nigh in its entirety. A striking 
instance of his energy and dash was mani- 
fest at the time of the great fire. Its magni- 
tude did not discourage him. He utilized 
the entire resources of the otfice and brought 
them to bear upon it, and labored on 
through that terrible night, hour after hour, 
arranging and preparing the details as they 
were brought to him until at last it became 
apparent that the work was useless. Wearled 
out and exhausted he threw himself down in 
the office and went to sleep, to be shortly 
after awakened by one of his associates as 
the fire approached the office. He had good 
judgment in organizing his little army of 
news-writers and telegraph correspondents, 
and infused them with his own zeal and en- 
terprise. He was almost a pioneer in this 
peculiar department of journalism, for when 
he assumed charge of it the telegraph and 
the telephone were just beginning to be more 
extensively developed in their relations to 
newspapers. ile utilized them to the fullest 
possible extent, and was always busy devis- 
ing means for increasing their usefulness by 
economizing in time and concentrating and 
expediting their service. In all this he was 
largely aided, of course, by his intimate 
knowledge of the practical and technical de- 
tails of the newspaper, but his great success 
as a managing editor, which we may speak 
of without ostentation, as it was fully recog- 
nized throughout the country, was princi- 
pally due to his quickness of perception, his 
promptness of action, and the enthusiasm 
which he threw into his labor. He was a 
man admirably equipped and fitted for his 
duties, and when tosuch a preparation en- 
thusiasm and devotion are added no other 
result than success can be anticipated. 

Some men show their best traits to stran- 
gers, reserving what is unpleasant for their 
intimates. Mr. Medill had but one face for 
all men, though some of hisstrongest merits, 
owing to a natural reserve of manner, were 
only recognized by those associated with 
him through many years. He had a strong, 
positive, emphatic nature. He was as ear- 
nest in his likes as in his dislikes, and among 
his dislikes none were so intense as those with 
which he regarded anything like cantorsham. 
He was quick, nervous, and brusquein his 
contact with men, splendid qualities when 
tempered and warmed, as they were in his 
case, with large heartedness and strong at- 
tachments. Though he occupied a prominent 
position and won it by his deserts and had a 
natural pride in it, he was singularly free 
from any ostentation or desire for publicity. 
He was content to let his work speak for 
him. He had a very wide acquaintance, 
though few close intimacies, asis apt to be 
the case with persons naturally reserved, but 
all who knew him, whether slightly or in- 
timately, knew him actually. There was no 
affectation or any desire to appear other than 
he was in his contact with people. 

There was one quality of his character 
that was but little known, and that was his 
generosity, and his generosity was little 
known because it was bestowed in a quiet, 
private manner, and upon those whom he 
knew could never make any requltal to him. 
He had a very warm heart, and could not re- 
sist the appeals of distress, but it was only 
those who knew him the best that really 
knew the naturé and extent of his bounty. 
It was of a kind not blown by trumpets nor 
paraded in public acknowledgment, but 
among his sincere mourners there will be 
many in the humble and squalid ranks of 
life. There never was a time when he did 
not have some ragged little protégé whom he 
was clothing, some hungry mouth which he 
was filling, or some hopeless one he was en- 
couraging. It was more often that he hada 
retinue of them depending upon him for 
support, and though he was occasion- 
ally deceived and imposed upon it never 
dampened his charitable nature or relaxed 
his interest in the unfortunates. The first 
impuise of his heart was to relieve some one 
of his burdens as its last impulse was to in- 
flictany of hisown burdens upon others. 
There will be many obscure ones down among 
the unfortunates, among the ragged news- 
boys, bootblacks, and gamins of the streets, 
who will unaffectedly mourn the absence of 
the one who was so kind to them. 

It is hard to realize that he is gone Who was 
but a short time ago so full of life, of hope, 
and of courage. It is hard to realize that we 
shall not see his face any more or hear his 
greeting in the rooms where he labored 
so long. It is hard to realize that the voice 
is forever silent,and the busy hand forever 
at rest, and that he will not come in today, or 
tomorrow, or on any of the tomorrows and 
seat himself again at the old desk. Itis 
hardest of all to say: Good by, old friend, old 
comrade, with no response, and to feel that 
there is no return from the long journey he 
has taken to the far-off country. 

Upon one point at least the Pope and the 
German Government have come to an agree- 
ment.

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Tue knowledge that the revenue of the 
Government is excessive breeds all kinds 
of silly and corrupt raids on the Treasury 
Congressmen seem utterly unable to keep 
their heads before the temptations of a 
surplus revenue. An instance of this, 
fresher than the river and harbor and 
pension appropriations, is the bill just 
offered by Representative Skinner, of 
New York, directing the immediate pay- 
ment of $100,000,000 from the surplus now in 
the Treasury to be divide among the States 
and to be applied by them to the payment of 
debts or such other purpose as their Legisla- 
tures may decree. The total surplus in the 
Treasury on Feb. 1 was $125,648,194. Repre- 
sentative Skinner’s bill would leave $25,648,- 


| 194 for the redemption of $346,000,000 of 


legal-tenders. A better scheme for manu- 
facturing a panic that would result in the 
suspension of specie payments by the Gov- 
ernment and the banks could not have been 
proposed. Of course, it has not the ghost of 
a chance to pass, but that it should be 
breught forward at all shows how the Con- 
gressional palm itches to get into an over- 
flowing Treasury. The only way to put an 
end to the lunacies and thieveries that are 
aimed at the surplus is to reduce taxaiion 
so that there won’t be any. 


THe murmurs of dissatisfaction at the pro- 
posed basis of the new Tory Club in London are 
beginning to swell toa roar, says the Pall Mull 
Gazette. Even the aristocratic columns of the 
Morning Post sesound with the complaints of 
those who find the terms of membership deter- 
rent. Their grievance serves at a text for a ser- 
mon on the woes of the conservative working- 
man, whose sufferings, by-the-by, are so much 
oftener heard of than bis achievements. Instead 
of being carefully nursed, as so tender a bantiing 
no doubt ought te be. working-class conserva- 
tism is, we are told, forever being snubbed by 
the party leaders. “Thousands of intelligent 
men are driven into the ranksof the Liberals and 
Radicals by neglect, or even worse,” aad so the 
country is bowling down bill faster than ever 
into “a state of political, social, and moral 
chaos.“ That is a terrible pruspect, no doubt. 
but it is difficult to see how any constitutional 
club can be made big enough to prevent it. A 
London club cannot, as the Morning Post justly 
observes, “fulfill all the requirements of a 
gigantic caravanseral.“ The Constitutional Club 
may be useful to the Conservative party as po- 
litieal headquarters, but the Conservative work- 
ingmen who, or whose managers, expect to find 
ita paradise of social equality and universal 
hobnobbing are doomed to disappointment. If 
that hope is all that preserves them from a 
lapse into Radicalism it is to be feared that their 
doom is sealed.

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| PHILADELPHIA Record (Ind.)]—Of course 
the Republican party is mainiy responsible for 
legisiation, having control of the executive and 
legisiative departments of the Government. 
But the Democrats in Congress will not escape 
their share of condemnation for the failure of 
revenue legislation.

Tue sins of the Southern Bourbons are 
rapidly coming home to trouble them, if J. 
Hendrix McLean, Independent candidate for 
Governor of South Carotina last fall, is to be 
believed. He remarks to a correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Preas that the system of political 
fraud is not only destroying the liberties of the 
people but itis demoralizing society in all its 
phases, and absolutely threatens to destroy all 
honesty and virtue in the church as well as in 
the State. As evidence of this | need only say 
that itis a common thing for the Democrats to 
practice frauds on each other in their primary 
elections and in conventions; and, worse still, 
the same corrupt methods are being practiced 
in tne church elections. But the people are 
awakenm to the evil results of this system of 
frauds, and we are on the eve of a political up- 
heaval. The issue is freedom of speech and 
purity of the ballot.“ Mr. MeLeau is a native- 
born Southerner, and he sees that though the 
result of ballet-box-stuffing and bulldozu has 
been deplorable to the victims it is likely to 
prove still worse for the perpetrators. 


Ever since the cession of North Borneo to 
the British the Spanish authorities have evinced 
considerable jealousy toward their new neigh- 
bors. This bas at last culminated in the seizure 
by the Spanish troops of the Island of Tavitavi, 
the most southerly in the Sulu Archipelago. 
The Spanish Government annexed the whole 
group in 1876, but did not actually occupy Tavi- 
tavi. Possibly it may have dawned upon the 
Governor-General of the Philippine Islands 
that possession is nine points of the law, and 
that as the North Borneo Trading Company, an 
irresponsible private association, is possessed of 
war aloops, it may be as weil to anticipate the 
acquisition of the island by the British by for- 
maily taking possession in the pame of Spain. 
The Pail Mall Gazette points out that the seizure 
is to a certain extent a menace to Eogtish inter- 
ests, as it brings the nearest Spanish post with- 
in forty miles of the northeastern frontier of the 
territory ceded by the Sultanof Sulu to the 
North Borneo Company. The island is twenty 
miles long and five wide, and is peopled by a 
fierce tribe of Malays.

BELLEVILLE, Ont., Feb. 21.—[(Special.}— During 
the course of the political demonstration in the 
county of East Hastings for members of thé 
Ontario Legisiature, held yesterday at Thrasb- 
er’s Corners, the floor of the hall gave way and 
precipitated about 100 people to the cellar be- 
neath, burying them in debris of joists and floor- 
ing. Great excitement prevailed, and the 
Kroaus of the wounded were heartrending. 
Tie news of the disaster soon spread, anda 
large crowd quickly collected. who assisted in 
rescuing the victims from their dangerous posi- 
Go. Fortunately. as the search proved, none 
were killed, though all had been injured more

M. Jules Ferry is a very conspicuous man in 
France today, partialiy on account of bis ability, 
but largely because of the position he bas taken 
in regard to the name of Deity. M. Ferry is not 
avery old man, but he has been a very lucky 
one. He came to Paris in 1854 to practice law, 
but, failing to get briefs, accepted reportorial 
work on a journal which devoted itself to 
chroniciing lawsuits and criminal trials. In 
18. assisted by M. Floquet, then Préfet de la 
Beine, he issued a Manuel Electoral.“ a work 
which met with great success. Then he was 
locked up for a month for holding illegal meet- 
ings, and came out from prison a popular young 
man. He joined the Temps staff and wrote 
articles pitching into Baron Haussmann as 
Préfet de la Seine. The editor of the paper 
suggested that these articies should be pub- 
lished in book form, and proposed as a title 
“Les Comptes Fantastiques d' Haussmann ’’—a 
parody on the name of a book then very pop- 
ular, calied ** Les Contes Fantastiques d' Hoff- 
man,” and out of which Offenbach made the 
opera which was produced after his death.

M. Cochery distinguished bimselt greatly by 
his conduct of the Ministry of Posts and Tele- 


graphs under Jules Ferry, De Freyciget, Duclere, 


and Failiéres. The exhibition of electricity 
owed its success to his efforta. A telephone at- 
tached to his dinner-tabie used during the exhi- 
bition to delight his guests with an act of 
“Robert the Devil“ or Faust at the opera. 
His name will be always known in France in 
connection with the electric light. A dis- 
tinguished barrister anda former secretary of 
Liouville and of Crémieux, he was appointed, in 
1848, chef du cabinet of the Minister of Justice, 
but soon resigned his post and returned to the 
bar, where he distinguished bimself by bis pro- 
found knowledge of financial questions. 
He successfully sought election in the 
Department of Loiret in 1569 as an 
opposition candidate, and sat with the Left 
Centre. He persistently combated the Empire. 
It was he who in July, 1870, questioned the Gov- 
ernment about the proposed elevation of Prince 
Hohenzollern to the throne of Spain. He voted, 
with his colleagues of the Left, against the 
Prussian war. After the Quatre Septembre he 
was appointed General Commissioner for the 
defense in the Department of Loiret. In Octo- 
ber of the same year M. Thiers chose him to ac- 
compauy bim to Versailles, where he was going 
to discuss the conditions of an armistice, wich 
the fall of Metz and the Socialist insurrection of 
the 3ist of October reudered impossibie. This 
fellowship in peril and in patriotic grief bound 
M. Thiers and M. Cochery together by the links 
of a friendship which was never broken. Under 
the Third Republic he gave most of his atten- 
tion, till he was called to office, to matters cun- 
nected with the budget. 5 
RAYNAL, PUBLIC WORKS. 

David Raynal, a Deputy from the Gironde, 
was born in Paris, Feb. 26, 1840, and is the son of 
a Jewish merchant at Bordeaux. His entry into 
public life was made in April, 1876, when he was 
elected to the Assembly from the First Circon- 
scription of Bordeaux. M. Gambetta had been 
chosen to the seat at the general election, but 
preferred to sit for Belleville, and M. Raynai 
was the choice of the Gambettist Kepublicans. 
On the expiration of his term M. Raynal was re- 
turned from the Third Circonecription of Bor- 
deaux April 6, 187%, receiving 12.893 votes. He 
took his seat with the Republican Left, 
and in December, 187%, came to the front 
with an interpellation of the Government in 
regard to the retention of a monarchist General 
in the National Guard, which led to the retire- 
ment of Gen. Gresiey from the Ministry. M. 
Raynal was nominated as an Under-Secretary 
of State in the Department of Public Works 
Sept. 28, 1880, and in August, 1881, was redlected as 
a member of the Assembly Without opposition. 
He also represented one of the Cantons of Bor- 
deanx in the Council-Generail of the Depart- 
ment of the Gironde. When M. Gambetta was 
called upon to form a Cabinet, in November, 
1881, he offered the portfolio of Public Works to 
M. Kaynal, who retired from office with that 


short-lived Ministry in January, 1882.

THE GOVERNOR-GENERALSHIP.

Recent news- 
paper reports state that Sir John Macdonald 
would succeed the present Governor-General, 
and he was anxious to know what truth, if any 
was in the statement.

It was a matter between 
the imperial Government and his Excel- 
leney, over which the Government had 
no control, With reference to §imseeclf, he 
(Sir Jonn) said: “I bave uo aspirations ia that 
direction, and if I bad any such aspirations there 
is not a remote chance that they would be satis- 
fied or fulfitied. lam condemned to the grate- 
ful but onerous duty of leading the Conserva- 
tives either at the head of the Government or 
in opposition.” He understood the story first 
originated in the miad of a correspondent of a 
New York newspaper, and, being in summer 
time, the Canadian press took it up for want of 
something better to discuss. The subject was 
fully diseussed at the time of confederation. 
“One of the great advantages we have in Canada 
under our political system is that, as the 
Queen of Engiand stands aloof and holds the 
balance between all parties and carries out the 
constitutional principle of taking advice from 


responsibie Ministers, who have the confidence | 


of the people, so the Queen's representative in 
Canada stands above parties and holds the bai- 
ance between them. It would bea very great 
misfortune if any chavyge in this system should 
oceur. It would bean evidence that Enyland 
no longer desirous of continuing the con- 
nection between Canada and the mother coun- 
try. Iu this feature of our system we have the 
advantage of the United States. The 
President is eiected for four years. He is the 
subject of a bitter palitieal controversy from 
time he becomes a candidate, and when 
elected he is the bead of a party instead of 
being the bead of a Nation. I repeat; it would 
be a great misfortune were the present system 
altered. Lam happy to believe there is not the 
slightest chance of any such change taking 
place. The sense of importance of our connec-

“The Pirates of Penzance”. at Me- 
Vicker’s Theatre. 

The Chicago Church Choir company, which is 
now ulm a sucessful engagement at McVick- 
er's Theatre, gave a performance of “ The 
Pirates of Penzance” before a very 
good house, considering the number 
of times this operetta has been 
given in this city. It is not one of Gilbert & 
Sultivan’s most brilliant efforts, ulthough bav- 
ing two or three taking melodies, and it is difti- 
cult to understand on what it bases its claim to 
popularity or why a uew organization should 
adopt it us a fegture in its repertory. The per- 
formance last night was, generally speaking, an 
excellent one, spiritea, and not allowed to drag. 
The principal interest connected with it was in 
the first appearance on any stage of Mrs. Grace 
Hiltz Gleason, who took the part of Mabel, and 
who deserves great credit, ali things considered, 
for ber interpretation of the part. Even on 
the dramatic side, where crudeness was to 
have been expected, there were fewer 
than would bave been but 


natural, and vocally Mrs. Gleason is certainly 


one of the best of che many vocalists that have 


assumed this role. Her voice is light, not espe- 
cially resonant, and not conveying an idea of re- 


served foree or of endurance. In the middie 


register it lacks breadth, and once or twice last 
night was off the key. A first appearance is 
hardly a fair test of a singer's abilities, and the 
lady was evidently nervous aud ill at ease. But 
her skill as a singer, admirable mwetbod, and 
thorough adaptation to the musical uire- 
ments of the score were conspicuous, and Mrs. 
Gleason should have no reason to feel discour- 
aged as a result of ber first performance. Her 
interpolated cadenzas (one of them her own) 
and the ease with which she took the 
D flat in her tirst solo number 
won for her a hearty encore. The stage-man- 
ager should keep the singers more down in 
frovt, the opening solo allotted to Mabel in the 
second act being lost through being sung 
at the back of the stage, and the same criticism 
applies to the trio follow! Mr. Clark sang 
the music of the part of Frederick better than 
we have ever heard it before, and Mr Norcross 
has a robust bass voice well fitted to the role of 
the Pirate King even if not always true. Mr. 
Kyle was a very good Samuel, aud Miss Baker, in 
everything except appearance, an excellent 
representative of the “piratical maid of all 
work Ruta. ‘The difference between the 
comely waidens and the alleged homely one 
was not at all evident. The chief difficulty 
with tols company is its lack of comedians. Mr. 
P. J. Dunne did not take the low comedian’s 
part with any kind of success, and Mr. Kayzer, 
although niuch more satisfactory as the Major- 
General than as Bunthorne, fails to give the 
light comedy touches so necessary to bring out 
all the humor of the part. His first solo is well 
delivered and the business ” cleverly managed 
and original. Butafter thatwe find the same 
faults as im Buntborne, a heavy tragedy delivery 
and stride,a too deciamatory style in spoken 
passages, and an utter lack of variety in 
the personation. As Mr. Kayzer does 
not profess to sing. nothing more 
peed be said on that paint. The choruses 
areeffective. The first song by the maidens was 
not taken promptly, however, and the stage was 
kept waiting for them to begin.

out a circular to the managers of the Western 
roads, which reads: “In all freiguts originating 
over our roads, if rates are not at once restored 
and maintained, a general demoralization will 
be unavoidable, to the great injury of your 
roads and the raiiroad interests in gereral. 

The conference today resulted in the adoption 
of an ugreement which it is expected will prove 
to be so “ironclad” in its nature as to prevent 
any tur ther rate-cutting or the allowance of re- 
bates. The agreement, which was signed by the 
managers of all the roads represented at the 


conference, was as follows: 
THE AGREEMENT. 

„Wo hereby pledge ourselves that will not al- 
low avy — to be made from the estab- 
lished east-bound rates, either by direct deduc- 
tiou or application of the sum of locals by any 
otficer, agent, or employé of the roads controlled 
by us. and that upou the request of the Com- 
missioner, when evidence satisfactory to him 
has been presented that established rates have 
been cut by any road or its connections, even 
though the reduction may be made in its o 
their own proportion of the rate, we wii 
withdraw all prorating arrangements, and will 
not accept from such connecting roads through 
bills or through cars, but will cause a transfer 
and rebilling of the property at full tariff rates 
from junction points; and we further agree 
that any agent under our control who may be 
shown to be quoting less than, or instrumental 
in cutting, established rates, either by rebate or 
otherwise, shall be discharged.” 

While the chief object of this agreement is to 
prevent cutting of rates among the roads in the 
pool, it is also expected so to operate as to pre- 
vent the roads in some inexplicable way from 
turning business over to roads notin the pool, 
notabiy the Nickel Piate, Delaware, Lackawan- 
na & Western, and Grand Trunk Roads, all of 
which are alleged to be using every possible 
means to obtain beth east and west bound 
freights, although they seemingly maintain 
tari rates. The Delaware, Lackawanna & 
Western Road is certainly obtaining a large 
amount of business from Buffalo East, and re- 
ports come, that the sidings on the Western ex- 
tension are so crowded with loaded cars and de- 
pots overivaded witn freignts that it is im - 
sible to move rapidly enough, owing to a lack 
of sufficient rolling-stock. 

Owing to the continued iilness of Commis- 
sioner Fink, the Joint Executive Committee, 
passenger department, held only an informal 
meeting yesterday, aud adjourned sine die, as 
the readjustment of percentages and rates 
couid not be made without Mr. Fink's presence 
at the meeting. 


BIDDING ADIEU. 
EVANGELIST BARNES LEAVING FOR EUROPE. 

New York, Feb. 21.—[Svecial.]—Standing on 
the deck of the Cunard stegmer Pavonia, 
George O. Barnes, the evangeli@, waved adieu 
to America today. With him were his wife and 
his daughters, Marie and Georgia, his son Will, 
and Mr. Palmer. There werd about 150 people 
in the saloon of the vessel to bid him farewell. A 
number of elaborate bouquets were sent at the 
closing services in Brooklyn. The evangelist 
preached one of bis characteristic sermous and 
invited the entire congregation to join 
in song. There were seventy-six converts, 
and three shouts of praisa,to tpe Lord were 
given.

THUGS. 
THEY ASSAULT A CITIZEN IN HIS OWN 
DOORY ARD. 

New Yow, Feb. 21.—(|Special.]—Compilaint 
was made to the police today that, on the night 
previous, Frederick Conkling, of No, 212 West 
Fifty -third street, nad been assaulted by bin- 
waymen in front of bis owa door. It seems chat 
Mr. Conkling, who is employed by William 8. 
Wait, the livery-stable keeper, at his office at 
Madison avenue and Fifty-sixth street, reached 
home about 9o'clock. He saw nobody before 
him and heard nobody behind him, but, as he 
turned into the cattie-yard in front of his 
house, he was struck over the head with some 
weapon which felled him to the ground. 
For a moment be was stunned, but, quickly re- 
covering bimself, he called for help, and bis 
wife, who was waiting for him, opened the door 
in time to see the two men turn away from her 
husband and run down the street. Mr. Conk- 
lung said afterward that he noticed only one as- 
sailant, and he was seemingly a young man with 
a smootb face. 

Mr. Conkiig’s cries were beard, however, by 
some persons in Maguire's stables, just across 
the street, and they say they saw three 
men run towurds Secoud avenue. A bien 
silk bat that Mr. Conkling wore at 
the time was crusbed in with the force of the 
biow, and bis head was severely bruised, but 
otherwise he was uninjured. A doctor was 
summoned, but his services were not needed. 
Mrs. Conkling said that her busband was 63 
yeurs old. He bad no enemies that she knew of, 
and she could not believe that anything was in- 
tended by bis assailants but robbery. If she had 
not appeared as quickly as she did and frightened 
them away they would probably bave robbed 
her husband of what money and valuabies he 
possessed, but luckily they had not secured any- 
thing. Detective Tooker was detailed to work 
up the case yesterday, but he did not succeed in 
finding a clew to the men. 


THE DE BELLEVILLES. 
CONTINUATION OF THE LITIGATION, 

New York, Feb. 21.—[Special.]—Argument on 
a motion for alimony and a counsel fee to Edith 
De Belleville in her suit for divorce from Fred- 
erick De Bellevilie was brought to a close be- 
fore Judge Donohue in Supreme Court Cham- 
bers. Mr. John H. Bird appeared for the 
piaintif and ex-Judge Dittenhoefer tor the de- 
tendant. Mr. Bird read the affidavit of Mrs. De 
Believille setting forth in detail the circum- 
stances of her life with De Belleville, which bas 
already been printed. Ex-Judge Dittenboefer 
read an opposing affidavit, made by De Belle- 
ville, containing a history of bis lite and of his 
relation with the defendant. When 26 years vid 
he married a lady in London nine years his sen- 
ior. The marriage did not prove a happy one, 
and he left bis wife in is7¥. In the latter part 
of 1879 he first met the plaintiff, in Melbourne, 
and they lived together thera He refused to 
marry her, but when they subsequently visited 
this country be, at her urgent request, intro- 
duced her as his wite. He _  atterward 
had reason to believe she was not 
faithtul to him, and lett ber. He 
procured a divorce in Kansas from his first 
wife and then married Miss Pferdner. He de- 
nies that he ever treated the plaintiif cruelly, 
and says he isdependent upon bis salary as au 
actor. Judge Donohue said the only question 
to be decided now was that of alimony, aud in 
regard to that be took the papers and reserved 
his decision. 


THE TOLIL-TAKER. 

EXAMINATION OF MOORE, THE FERRYMAN. 

New York, Feb. 21.—[Special.]—A motion was 
made in the Supreme Court in Brooklyn today 
before Judge Cullen to continue the temporary 
injunction against John H. Moore, the alleged 
defaulting ferrymaster of the New York &

Copeland said to him that the chuarge 
against Moore would be withdrawn if be would 
pay $10,000 to his accusers, and that he knew 
what he was talking about, for be bad seen the 
President of the company. Moore told Clinchy 
that be was innocent, and would not pay a cent 
to compromise. Mrs. Hannah Brown, a sister of 
Moore also deposed that Cup.. Copeland said the 
charges would be withdrawn by payment of 
$10,000.

Unfounded Report that Ohio Men Have

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AT BRAIDWOOD. 
The Pumps Gaining on the Water— 
The Widows Receiving Aid 
and Comfort. 


BrRAIpwoop, III., Feb. 21.—[{Special.]—Botter 
work is being done today by the pumps and 
buckets combined. Mr. Skinner, the mine boss, 
was seen and asked bow long it would be before 
the water would be out, and he said he was 
of the opinion that at the present 
speed (two feet per hour) it would 
not be over a week. The hole wbere the water 
found an entrance to the mine is daily evlarg- 
ing, and will soon encroach upon the dam that 
hasbeen built. About fifty tons of bay tied in 
baies bave been thrown in and is sucked down. 
A larger force of men is also at work upon the 
filling-up of the bole, and this morning a trestle- 
work with a track on top was built 
out over the centre of the open- 
ing, that the dirt that was dumped 
would go into the centre of the crevasse and 
prove more effective. More sinkholes like those 
spoken of in yesterday's dispatches have been 
found today, and Mr. Mackey was asked what 
caused them. He said they were caused by the 
air in the interior of the mine trying to work its 
way out because of the immense pressure of the 
water that stands in the shafts. At9 o'clock 
tonight the water was said to be down to about 
twenty-six feet below its first bight. 

RELIEF. 

The condition of the poor people in Diamond 
bas been wmaterialiy bettered, and it is now 
thought that there is no danger of immediate 
suffering, as the funds already donated will, ac- 
cording to the $2 a bead arrangement, last them 
some time.

The Rev. F. W. Adams, who has the only 
church in Diamond, and who issued a call to bis 
church wroug the columns of THe TRIBUNE, 
has received liberal responses already, and to- 
day, iu company with your correspondent, made 
several visits of relief. Those visited were Mrs. 
Neil, who lost her husband, and Mra. McQues- 
tion. At both of these places be left enough 
money to satisfy the actual! needs of tho parties, 
and both were very unwilling to take it. It was 
a sorrowful sight that met the eyesor the visitors 
as they were shown into McQuestion’s bouse. 
On a bed in a small room lay the wife and 
mother, who had been bereft of her three sons, 
hef husband, and almost ber reason. When she 
saw the benevolent minister her eves filled with 
tears, and in ber tlighty manner abe exclaimed: 
“The Lord knows best, but I am sure my sous 
will be spared tome!" ‘This poor creature con- 
fidentiy thinks that her folks are safe in the 
mine, and that they will be returned to ber safe 
and sonnd. The Kev. Adams is a man 
whom the whole community look to, and his in- 
tiluence upon them is wonderful, The funds which 
be received be was instructed to use at his 
own discretion, and it will surely be put to 
good use at his bands. 

At II o’ciock tonigbt the pumps were working 
well, and the water is down twenty-seven feet. 

Today about $800 have been added to the relief 
fund, anda gift of a barrel of flour for each 
family was also received. The Joliet dovation, 
it is ascertained, amounted to $2,000 or 83,000, 
but has not yet been received.

A 60,000-ACRE RANC 


The Brutal Murder of Dr. Hugh J. 
Glenn, the Great Wheat-Grower of 
Callifornia—The Colusa Hanch, and 
How It Was Managed. 

[Philadelphia Telegraph. ] Dr. Hugh J. Glenn, 
the largest wheat-raiser in California, and the 
Democratic candidate tor Governor of that 
State in 1879, discharged his bookkeeper, Henry 
Miller, on Friday last, because he did not do his 
work satisfactorily. On Saturday Miller re- 
venged himseif by shooting Dr. Glenn, who died 
from the etfects of the wound. Miller refused 
to surrender after shooting Dr. Glenn until be 
was shot in the leg by R. M. Cochrane, the super- 
intendent of the farm. 

Dr. Glenn was a Virginian by birth, a Missou- 
rian by education, and originally a borse-dealer 
by occupation. Nominated for Governor by the 
California Democrats in 1879, be was styled the 
“ Honorable Bilk” by Denis Kearney, the Sand- 
Lot orator of San Francisco, because he per- 
sisted in being an ostensible workingmau's can- 
didate after the Kearney wing of that party had 
placed W. F. White in the fieid. George C. Per- 
kins, the Republican candidate, was elected by 
2.000 plurality. the opposition vote being divid- 
ed pearly equally between Glenn and White. 

Dr. Glenn, as already stated, was the la 
wheat-raiser io Califurnia. His great wheat 
ranch was in Colusa County, and embraced 
about 60,000 acres of land, and the number of 
acres in wheat each year ranges between 40,000 
and 50,000. Keckoni an average of from 
twenty to twenty-five bdshels to the acre, the 
aggregate crop each year amounts to something 
more than 1,000,000 busheis. This enormous 
amount of So requires vast appliances for 
pianting and bringing it to market; and the 
capital invested in machinery alone sums up a 
considerabie fortune. During the harvest 
time there are emploved on the entire 
ranch some 500 men. Dr. Glenn was general-in- 
chief of his force, and the rapch was divided, 
for convenience of operations, into nine smaller 
ranches—each with dwellmg-bouse, barns, 
biacksmitb-shop, and other necessary bulidings. 
la Charge of these are seven Toremen, under 
whom are sixteen blacksmiths, tourteen car- 
penters, six engineers, six machinists, ive com- 
missaries, and numerous cooks and servants. 
Theseommon workmen are divided into gangs, 
and detailed where they are n . There are 
130 gang-piows, sixty herders, to which belong 
180 wagons, six cleaners, 100 harrows, eighteen 
seeders, six thrasbers, six engines. Besides 
there are many smaller instruments and 
vehicles, which cannot be classified. Codperat- 
ing with their human brethren in the great 
labor are 1,000 work horses and mules, witb a 
kinship of 1,000 brood mares, and younger stock 
which bas not yet achieved the dignity of labor. 
There are thirty-two dweiling-houses, twenty- 


seven barns, fourteen biacksmith-shops, and 


other structures sufficient to swell the aggre- 
gate to 100. The machinery could not be re- 
placed for $125,000; the work-horses and mules 
are worth $110,000; the brood mares and young 
stock. $75,000; and the buildings on the place 


$100,000. 

The Village of Jacinto, which is on the ranch, 
and a part of it, includes a hotel, store, terry, 
shops, warehouses, and several dweliings, fur- 
nishing everything that is needed for comfort 
and convenience in living, without the juxuries. 
The country is new, and none of the villages 
large. Colusa, twenty-seven miles distant, is un 
old settlement, and an exception. The Central 
Pacitic, in extending its Davisville branch north 
to meet the line on the east side ot the val- 
ley at Ked Bluff. created towns as it 
advanced. The gravelly roads are good 
on the Glenn ranch, but the way of him who in- 
spects it is long and wearisome. A whole day 
will not suffice to see all the farm-houses, to in- 
spect all the machinery, to ride from end to eud 
through the long lanes in the unending wheat, 
or to see all the small armies of men engaged iu 
their diversified labor. Dr Glenn Bimaelf, 
though all the time on wheels, was unable to 
complete the circuit in a single day. . Though 
an early riser, twice a week was as often as be 
could cover all his vast territory and iospect 

ersonally the operations of his employés. 
There are required during the harvest 
season about 500. Three dundred are re- 
quired the year round. Some of these are per- 
manent; but most are of a floating class, who 
work a month, a week, or a day, as suits them, 
and then seek frosh pastures and other wheat- 
feids. Many belong to the class of vagrants 
styled tramps, whose needs are simple ia a land 
like California, tlowing with milk and honey. 
Some of this class have been known to work 
half a day, then demand and receive pay- 
ment. A very few men on the ranch 
are married and maintain homes. More 
men are always wanted for steady labor than 
ean be bad. Dr. Glenn would have been giad to 
employ all, or nearly all, of his men by the year, 
if they were willing to settle down, work stead- 
ily, and be thrifty. But they prefer their rovy- 
ing, purposeless existence. There is no regular 
pay-day, each man being allowed his wages as 
fast as they accumulate. The day-laborers are 
of all nationalities, and have the motley charac- 
ter ot men so gathered andso loosely held to- 
gether. 

The ranch is chiefly com of the Jacinto 
grant, into whose history Dr. Glenn said be bad 
never inquired. That tract comprised 37,000 
acres, and. when fifteen years ago he went to 
Colusa County to transfer its barren sbeep- 
ranches inte rich wheat-fields, it was minutely 
subdivided and not held valuable. He first 
purchased the Shoemaker tract in 1867. 
It contained 8,000 acres and cost bim 
$1.60 per acre. In 1868 be bought the Ord 
tract of 6,000 acres for $1 per acre and 
in the same year the Stone tract of 2,700 acres 
for $4 per acre. To these large purchases he 
ddded in 1869 the Julian place, 3,200 acres, for $3, 
and the Singletary place. 2.700 acres, for $12 per 
acre. The Julian tract is a narrow strip bound- 
ing the nortb end of the ranch near Stony Creek: 
the Singletary purchase further south, near 
Jacinto landing. These purchases, the prac- 
tical improvements on them, and the dis- 
coveries regarding the capacity of the 
land, were during all these years raising 
the price of neighboring property. ip 1873 was 

urchased the Mills-Custis tract of 13,000 acres 

or $200,000, and not long afterwards the north 
end of the Larkin children's grant, at an aggre- 
gate cost of $225,000. The Pratt purchase of 
2. A0 acres was made in 1574 for $20 peracre. In 
1871-72-73, there were also purchased bodies of 
land measuring severally 2,500, 3,200, 1,600, and 
1,500 acres, for prices varying from $7 to $16. 
These, with some sections of railroad and 
along the West Side, swell the aggregate 
acreage of the ranch to about 60,000 
acres. Of these 60,000 acres he cultivated 45,000, 
the rest of the land lying idle valy because it is 
in timber or cannot possibly be made available. 
The ranch is unequally divided, the largest 
amouat within one fence being a vast fleid of 
10,000 acres. All the land under cultivation was 
invariably put in wheat, and when asked why 
he raised that cereai aione, Dr. Glenn replied: 
“The answer is simple. It is the only crop that 
will bear transportation; itis the only crop not 
perishable.”’ 

Besides the Coiusa ranch, Dr. Glenn owned a 
stock-farm in Easteru Oregon and Northwestern 
Nevada, from which he a few years ago sold 
14. O0 head of cattle out of a total of 25,000. This 
property, with the stock and improvements, is 
valued at $400,000. He had also a stock-rauch in 
Nevada which has on it 20,000 head of cattie, but 
it is of less value. His stock-raising never ex- 
tended to fancy breeds; u has simply been 
confined to beef-cattie, horses of common 
kinds, and mules. On the Colusa ranch 
bis attention was turned merely to raising 
draught animals most needed in his ordinary 
farming operations. The only exceptions bave 
been the horses intended for carriage use by 
himself and family. 

In 1879,woen Dr. Glenn was a candidate for Gov- 
ervor, the indebtedness on the Colusa ranch was 
about $600,000. The vet proceeds of that year’s 
crop of wheat reached about $850,000, so a fair 
yield the followmg year cleared all bis exten- 
sive property, worthin the aggregate perhaps 
$2,500,000, from all incumbrance.

— The anthropoid apes are a somewhat 
taciturn race, but a chimpanzee’s murmur of 
aifection is very expressive, and quite different 
from his grunt of discontent. A sick oranz- 
outang sbeds tears, moans piteously, or Cries 
like a pettish child; but such symptome are 
rather deceptive, for the orang, as weil as the 
chimpanzee, isa great mimic, not of men only, 
but of passions and pathological conditions. 
Two years ago I took temporary charge of a 
young chimpanzee who was awaiting shipment 
to the Pacific coast. His former jandiord 
seemed to have induiged him in a penchant tor 
rummaging boxes and coffers, for whenever I 
attempted to circumseribe the Umit of that pas- 
time my boarder tried to bring down the house, 
metapboricaily and literally, by throwing 
himself upon the floor and tugwing violently at 
the curtains and bell-ropes. If that failed to 
soften my heart. Pansy became sick. With 
groans and subs he would lie down in a corner, 
preparing to shed the mortal coil, and adjusting 
the pathos of the closing scene to the degree of 
my obstinacy. One day be had set his heart 
upon exploring the letter department of my 
chest of drawers, and. after driving him off 
several times, I locked the door and pocketed 
the key. Pansy did not suspect the full mean- 
ing of my act till he bad pulled at the knobs and 
squinted through the key- hole, but, when he 
realized the truth, life ceased to be worth liv- 
ing: be collapsed at once, and had hardiy 
strength enough left to drag himself to the 
stove.

Fallure of the Wholesale Groeery Firm 
ot M. T. Allen & Co, 

About 8 o' clock yesterday morning the whole- 
sale grocery firm of W. T. Allen & Co., doing 
business at the northwest corner of Randoiph 
street and Wabash avenue, made a voluntary 
assignment to Bradford Hancock for the bene- 
fit of ail its creditors, without prefer- 
ment. The assignment directs that 
all of the property ot the firm 
aud of the individual members thereof shall be 
disposed of, and that the proceeds shall be ap- 
plied, first, to the payment of individual debts, 
and then to the obligations of the firm. No 
schedule of liabilities or assets was filed with 
the deed, as is usual, and it was found impossi- 
ble to obtain a full list of either. It was stated 
soon after the assignment that the action was 
taken merely as a means of closing up the busi- 
ness, and that dollar for dollar would be paid 
creditors; also, that certain dissensions among 
the partners was the cause of the assigument 
Later, however, it became pretty well known 
that 

THE ASSETS WOULD PROBABLY SHRINK 

more than the liabilities before a settlement 
was effected, and even the friends of the firm 
did not speak so confidently of its ability to 
pay. 
A short time after be bad taken charge of the 
establishment and the firm effects a reporter 
called upon Mr. Hancock. but found him unable 
to furnish any definit information regarding the 
firm's business. Later Mr. Hancock said: “I 
propose to begin the sale of the stock as soon as 
l take an inventory, which I will commence to- 
morrow.” 

Have vou any idea of the assets and liabili- 
ties of the firm?” 

“Oh, at a rough guess, probably I might say 
the stock is worth $150,000, and outstanding ac- 
counts that much more, while their liabilities 
will approximate $300,000.”’

UNIontTOWN, Pa., Feb. 21.—[Special.]—The 
failure of John V. Ayer's Sons, of Chicago, is 
feit away back herein the coke regions. The 
firm of Brown, Bonnell & Co., of Youngstown, 
who went down with Ayer, were the principal, 
if not the absolute, owners of the Mahoning 
Coke Company, Limited, and aiso bad a one- 
fourth interest in the Youngstown Coke Com- 
pany, Limited. Today tbe Pittsburg & Lake 
Erie Railroad Company issued foreign attach- 
ments through the Fayette County courts on 
Brown, Bonnell & Co.’s interest in both the Ma- 
boning and the Youngstown coke works. 
Sheriff Hoover will serve the attach- 
ments tomorrow morning. The Youngstown 
works are located four miles porth of Union- 
town. They run 240 ovens. The Mahoning 
works consist of about 100 ovens, and are io- 
cated near Dunbar. Through these coke com- 
panies John V. Ayer's Sons used to send con-

Fron Matters at Pitteburz. 

Prrrenund, Pa., Feb. 21.—[Special.)—There 
have been several processes for manufacturing 
iron direct from the ore tried in this city, and all 
have been more or less successful in producing 
an exceilent quality. But unfortunately the 
commercial! results were nut favorable, the cost 
of production being so great as to render the 
processes practically unavailable. The Adams 
direct process is believed to have solved this 
probiem—at least it has in the estimation of 
some heavy Pittsburg capitalists, who have re- 
ceutly purchased the right to manu- 
facture in Allegheny and Bedford Couo- 
ties, except the reserved right of the 
venders of the patent to produce 
from their own plant 100,000 tons annually. They 
have leased a building which was erected by the 
Siemens-Anderson Company at Linden Station, 
a few miles out of the city, and will commence 
operations as soon as possible. The owners of 
the unsold part of the right will soon begin the 
construction of @ plant in this city of 100. 000 tons 
yearly capacity. Untechnically described, the 
process consists of puddiing withgut the inter- 
mediate process of making pig-iron and 
reheating. The ore is charged into the furnace, 
and it comes out in balls ready for the 
Squeezer and hammer, and thence to the roils 
for finishing without reheating. Heats have 
been made from cold ore in less than one hour, 
and the iron has come to “nature” in less than 
thirty minutes. Sheet-iron of No, 25 wire gage 
bas been made without piling or reheating. 

THE WESTERN PIG-IRON ASSOCIATION, 

A meeting of the Western Pig-lron Associa- 
tion was called for this morning, but owing to 
the small attendance no business of importance 
was transacted. The reason for the 
slim attendance was attributed by some 
to the failure of Brown, Bonneli & 
Co. The theory was advanced that some 
of the members were away look ing after their 
interests, but, in the opinion of some ore men, 
few if any Pittshurgers are involved. In fact, 
as Brown. Bonnell & Co. had tneir own furnaces, 
and bought considerable old rails, etc., they did 
not think any would suffer with the exception of 
a tew firms in Chicago and Cleveland. he Sec- 
retary was instructec to watch the tariff pro- 
ceedings. Some of the members thought that if 
either of the pending tariff measures should be- 
come law there would be a general collapse of 
the iron business.

THE OLDEST TOWN. 


Preparations for Celebrating the 333d 
Anniversary of the Founding of Sau- 
ta Fe Next July. 

[New York World.]}|—Ex-Chief-Justice L. 
Bradford Prince, of New Mexico, gave a 
World reporter yesterday an interesting ac- 
count of the preparations for the celebration 
of the 333d anniversary of the founding of 
the city of Santa Fé, New Mexico, to be held 
during the month of July next. Cabeca de 
Vaca, after serving with Narvaez in Florida, 
went westward, and after thrilling advent- 
ures was the first European to set foot in 
New Mexico. This was in 1531. Ten years 
later an expedition under Coconado explored 
the country in search of treasure, and nine 
years afterward the town of Santa Fé was 
founded. This was only twenty-nine years 
after the conquest of Mexico by Cortez. 
Jamestown, Va., formerly had the honor of 
being the most ancient town in the United 
States. After Florida was annexed, St. 
Augustine held that distinction, but since 
the acquisition of New Mexico St. Augus- 
tine has given place to the city of Santa Fé 
in that Territory. 

The citizens of New Mexico have been ar- 
ranging for some time for the proper cele- 
bration of this anniversary, but did not make 
publie their plans until the necessary funds 
had been secured, These arrangements 
have now been completed. The two chief 
features of the exhibition will be the display 
of the historical treasures of the Territory 
and of the material resources. New Mexico 
is very rich in both and especially in the 
former. It contains tribes of Puebia Indians 
living in the same manner as they existed 
when Columbus discovered America. The 
pueblo at Taos, a building five stories high, 
stands as it did centuries ago. New Mexico 
also possesses antiquities of the stone age 
and also of the Spanish conquest. Descend- 
ants of the ancient Spanish families yet reside 
there and they will lend many relics. Relics 
of the old American trappers and scouts will 
also form a@ part of the exhibition. A special 
building will be dedicated to the antiquities. 
Another building will contain the exposftion 
of the mineral and agricultural wealth of the 
Territory. New Mexico’s exhibit of gold, 
silver, copper, lead, coal, mica, and other 
minerals at the ee nes exhibition was 
the most creditable one mere. 

The exhibition will last during the entire 
mouth of July, a delightful season in New 
Mexico. It will be opened by special pro- 
ceedings, including probabiv an address by 
the Rev. Dr. Sterrs, of een. 228

The Voyage Thither from Panama— 


Fire-Drill on Shipboard. 


Natatorial Exploits of the Mexican Chil- 
dren— A Shark Storr. 


“Hombes” and “ Senoritas”—Wight-Scenes in 
the Piaza—Unpleasant Bed-Companions. 


For The Tribune.]—We sailed from fan- 
ama at 10 o’clock on a September night. 
About four hours afterward I was almost 
the only passenger on deck. Our magnifi- 
cent steamer, excepting only the slight jar- 
ring of the mighty engines and the creaking 
of the cordage, was as silent and deserted as 
the streets of a New England village on Sun- 
day, and it seemed hardjy possible that with- 
in its hull were 700 of 800 human souls. 
Overhead the tropical moon shed its beams 
upon the vessel and the surrounding waters 
and dimly revealed the mountainous 
coast of Central America stretching 
along in faint outiine against the clear 
ky. Half awake and half asleep, with my 
head reclining on the taffrall, I watched the 
glitter of the waves as they emerged in daz- 
zling phosphorescent light from the swiftly 
revolving paddle-wheels. Suddenly I was 
startled by the sound of a bell ringing fu- 
riously. In an instant all was animation. 
The crew rushed about everywhere, while 
the passengers, in various stages of des- 
habille, hurriedly came up on deck, wonder- 
ing at the cause of the alarm. Almost a 
panic ensued when itmmense coils of hose 
were rapidly unrolled, and the cry of 

“PrIRE! Fine!” 
roase simultaneously in the night air. Many 
rushed frantically to the boats, but each one 
was guarded by an officer with a revolver in 
each hand, who threatened instant death to 
any who attempted to touch the boats or the 
davits. Other officers mingled with the 
passengers and endeavored to allay their ex- 
citement, and after a while comparative or- 
der was restored. Then, in a most deliberate 
and systematic manner, arrangements were 
made which convinced ali that no lives 
would be lost if orders were obeyed. 
The calmness and determination of 
the officers had their effect, and ere 
long inquiries were made as to 
the location of the fire. Then it was discov- 
ered that there was no fire at all, but that the 
alarm had been given simply to show the 
ample facilites at hand both for fighting the 
dreaded endmy and for the protection of life. 
Similar fals®@ alarms were given several times 
during the voyage, and the wisdom of such 
drillimg was fully exemplified when, a day or 
two before reaching Acapulco, a real fire 
broke out, caused by an overheated shaft, 
and required considerable effort to subdue. 
Although the smoke was seen ascending in 
dense volumes from the centre of the ship, 
there was not the least panic. Officers, crew, 
ana passengers took with astonishing calm- 
ness the positions assigned them, forgot 
all about the danger almost as soon as it was 


passed. 
Early in the evening of the sixth day from 


Panama the prow of our steamer was headed 
directly for the shore, which seemed to be 
nothing but a lofty mountain-range with no 
opening whatever. As we 32 — 
nearer, the hills rose higher and her im- 
mediately in our pathway, and their shad- 
ows added to the darkness of the night. 
Suddenly, on either side we discerned high, 
e hills almost overhanging us. A 
ittle while longer and we saw in front of us 
hundr of flickering lights close to the 
water’s edge. A few moments more and the 
engines became motionless, the vessel swing- 
ing slowly around in the midst of what 
seemed to be a veritable sea of fire. All 
about us were swarms of canoes, or, as sail- 
ors term them, “ bumboats,” each one of 
which carried one or two blazing torches, 
lighting up the countenances of clamoring 
Mexicans as they offered their stores of or- 
anges, bananas, and other fruits forsale. It 
was 
A WEIRD SIGHT. 

The burning knots made the darkness of 
the night, outside the sphere of their rad 
alice, appear as blackness itself. Each na- 
tive“ seemed to be trying to outdo the others 
in the noise he made while expatiating upon 
the merits of his wares, and the universal 
din was much augmented by the loading of 
coal into the steamer’s bunkers aud the visits 
of the customs and health officers, A Mexi- 
can ofticilal is nothing if not noisy. Trans- 
planted suddenly, as we were, from the 
placid bosom of the Pacific to a scene of such 
dire confusion and turmoil, our ears were 
fairly deafened. All night long the clatter 
was continued uninterruptedly. 

When daylight came we found ouerselves 
anchored in one of the finest and most mag- 
nificent harbors in the world. it appeared 
like a large lake. The outlet to the sea could 
not be perceived. The water was as smooth 
as glass, and beautifully clear. The mount- 
ains surrounding it were resplendent with 
their rich verdure, and their shadows, re- 
flected in the water tinged with the crimson 
rays of Whe rising sun, made a gorgeous pict- 
ure. At one side reposed the old City of 
Acapulco (“ aca,” a place, and *puilco,” a 
louse), with its buildings of pure white walis 
and red roofs peepit orth amid clumps of 
cocoanut trees; while here and there, 
lazily at anchor in the bay, were several fine 
merchant- vessels. 

A number of Mexican children came 
swimming toward the vessel, and when they 
were close to ghe sides they called out in 
their native tongue for money. The pad- 
died about, with eyes longingly cast up to 
us, and seemed to be in their native element. 
One of the passengers threw a piece of silver 
inte the water, and a lively scrimmage en- 
sued among the boys as each one attempted 
to secure the prize. The money could be 
seen pursuing its zigzag course toward the 
bottom among the children, who, beads 
downward, were fighting and scrambling for 
it. Down they all went until out of sight 
far below the surface. After what seemed 
to an ineredibly long period 
their heads reappeared, the coin 
being held aloft by the fortunate 
swimmer as a token of victory. More money 
was thrown overboard, and the scene was re- 
peated over and over again. The steamer re- 
maihed in the harbor until noon, up to 
whieh time these children were in the water, 
never stopping to rest any more than H they 

ad fishes. 
A SHARK STORY. 

I will digress to give an illustration of the 
remarkable aquatic powers of the Mexicans 
of this coast. A few days ago l was stand- 
ing on the end of a pier (the only one along 
the front of the city), watching a number of 
boys sporting in the water. Suddenly there 
was a great commotion among the swimmers. 
They had discovered a huge shark approach- 
ing, and the White dorsal fin of the mouster 
could be plainly discerned cleaving the 
waves in pursuit of the children, who 
were making all haste to get out of 
danger. All succeeded in reaching the top 
ot the pier in safety except one poor little 
fellow. Ile had got to the end of the wharf, 
helping hands grasped him by the arms, and 
he was being lifted up, when the shark 
sprung halt 278 of the water and seized 
him by the leg, biting it clear off. The vie- 
tim lived but a few moments. His father, 
who was present, no sooner saw that the life 
ot his child was extinct than hesprung into 
the water, holding in his hand a large knife. 
By this time the rapacious fish was lagily 
swimming around in shallow water, But, 
seeing what he supposed to be a fresh vic- 
tim, rushed toward the latter, The man, 
however, kept his enemy at a distance b 
splashing and other maneuvres until bot 
had reached deep water, and then the battie 
commen The result proved that the wan 
was a better swimmer than the fish, Being 
able to turn himself more qu Kly. he swam 
around, over, and under shark, each 
time ap opportunity offered plunging his 
knife into side of the fish.

His mother, he said, was 
living with another man, and claimed that sbe 
was not bis mother, but bis auut. There had 
been no divorce. The boy explained the charge 
ot larceny. The stolen jewelry found on 
him when arrested was given him by 
bis younger brother. When sentence was sus- 

ended be worked for his aunt in the country 

or awhile, but when farm work was over he 
was not wanted longer, and he came back to 
Chicago.

GIVEN TO LITIGATION, 

Mrs. Emma J. Lawrence. who was found dead 
in her bouse, No. 619 Van Buren street, last Mon- 
day evening, was certainly a most eccentric and 
litigious woman. From papers left by the de- 
ceased it would appear that of late years ber 
time was mainly occupied in lawsuits. At the 
time of her death she was about 45 years old. 
Sbe had resided in Chicago for the last twenty 

ears, eightecn of which were passed in the Van 
zuren street cottage. Mrs. Lawrence owned 
tour bouses near the northwest corner of Van 
Buren and Pauiina which were worth about 
$8,000. She has also been credited with 
baving $2,000 in Governinent bonds. 
Among her papers was found what 
was probably intended as 1 will, 
dated Feb. 14, 1883, commencing, “If | should 
die before morning.” In this will she bequeaths 
to two daughters of Judge Scates, of Evanston, 
certain property. and appoints the Judge as ber 
executor.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS, 
The Citizens’ Association will submit to the 


Legisiature two propositions whose object is to” 


secure fewer governments in Cook County. 
One, which has heretofore been referred to in 
THe TRIBUNE, is to consvlidute the Towns ot 
North, West, and South Chicago, and do away 
with the town officials. The other is somewhat 
uew, and came from the Judiciary Committee. 
It is to add to Sec. 7 of Art. X. of the Constitu- 
tion a proviso to this effect: That the Governor 
may appoint fifteen resident citizens of 
Cook County to prepare a charter 
of government for County County, «the 
charter to be certified to the Governor by two- 
thirds of the commission—the scheme then to 
be submitted to the local voters of Cook County 
by the Governor under the election machinery 
in force at the time for their acceptance or rejec- 
tion. If ratified by a majority of the votes cast, 
then it is to go into effect according to its terms, 
as the charter for the government of Cook 
County, taxing the place oi all others, so far as 
it provides. 

The system of itself is a thing for future con- 
sideration, this proposed amendment simply 
conferring authority, if the people adopt it, to 
eiaborate a scheme of government for the 
county to take the place of the present half a 
dozen systems, which are very expensive.

PRESTON, KEAN &CO.’S KER. 
FURTHER DETAILS OF HIS DEFALCATION~— 
THE BANK NOT AFFECTED IN THE LEAST. 

Tye TRIBUNE ot yesterday contained all the 
information obtainable at present regarding the 
embezzlement of $55,550 from the banking in- 
stitution of Preston. Kean & Co. by their confi- 
dential clerk, Frank M. Ker. A reporter called 
at the bank yesterday and inauired what effect 
the publication of this had upon their business. 
There appeared to be no excitement in the 
bauk. Not over half a dozen people were out- 
side the rail, and there were no evidences of a 
run. We've got enough on band in the vaults,” 
said Mr. Kean, “ to pay haif our depositors, and 


our bills receivable are good for the other half.“ 

“Has there been anything looking like a 
run on your bank today?“ . 

No; on the contrary, severul new customers 
have opened accounts with us. The fact is that 
Ker bas been threatening to spread injurious 
reports about us if we pressed bis pursuit.

As illust®ating the soundness of the bank and 
the utter disbelief put in these stories of trouble, 
it may be said that the bank was kept open two 
bours after the usual time, with all the tellers 
ready for business, but that not a soul came to 
draw his money. There was not a shadow of an 
attempt ata run. The surplus capital is $271,240, 
minus the sum taken by Ker, which was, in cash 
and bonds, about $55,000. 


PALMER HOUSE ROBBERY. 
MR. FLEMING’S CLAIM TO A LOSS OF $268 

FULLY ESTABLISHED-AN ERROR COR 

RECTED. 

Between 2 and 3 o'clock on the morning of 
Jan. 30 Mr. James H. Fleming, a guest of the 
Palmer House, was robbed of his money and 
watch and chain by Sladg, the hotel thief, who 
is now in jail. Slade, wii» bad secreted himself 
behind the bureau, was in Mr. Fleming's room 
when that gentieman retired. Mr. Fleming, be- 
ing awakened, managed to slip quietiy out of 
the room and secure assistance, but Slade, by 
drawing bis revolver, succeeded in making 
his way safely out of the hotel. Mr. Flem- 
ing’s loss, as reported to the manager 
of the Palmer House, was oasd 
and a watch and chain valued at $48—a total of 
$268—which amount was promptly and cheer- 
fully made good to Mr. Fieming. A week or two 
afterwards Slade was arrested and confessed to 
various thefts, but claimed that be bad only 
stolen $68 in money from Mr. Fleming. and 
that the watch aud chain were of small value. 
The recovery of the watch and chain fully at- 
tested the correctness of the valuation put upon 
them by Mr. Fieming. Detective Kay informed 
the reporters, as they say, that the Palmer 
House management threatened to bring suit 
against Mr. Fleming to recover the diliference 
between the amount stated by Siade and the 
sum that had been paid Mr. Fleming. de- 
tective’s statement was at the time regarded as 
reliable, and was published in all, or nearly 
all, of the daily papers in Chicago. Mr. Flem- 
ing. who had meanwhile returned to nis nome 
in /’biladeipbia, came to Chicago at once on 
learning of the publication and industriously 
set about finding who was responsibie for the 
statement, which wus calculated to igjure his 
standing as a business man. He has satisfied 
bimself that it emanated from the detective in 
question, and that its publication was without 
malice on the part ot the newepapers. Mr. 
Willis Howe, manager of the Palmer House, 
states in writing wost positively that neither he 
nor any of the clerks of the house, por any one 
having any authority to speak for the house, 
ever doubted that Mr. Fleming's claim was a 
just oge, or ever intimated that such doubt ex- 
isted. 

Independent investigations on the part of Tue 
TaiBpuNe by its reporters fully coavince it that 
in publishing the story of the thief Slade, re- 
flecting upon bim, an injustice was done Mr. 
Fieming which, especially in view of his un- 
Dlemtsbed character, the puper is desirous of 
doing all in its power to rectify.

Nineteen Counterfeiters in West Vir- 
ginia Captured, Tried, and 
Sent to Prison. 


PirrssurG, Pa., Fob. 21.—[(Special.)—For a 
long time West Virginia has been overrun by 
_oesperadoes of all kinds, including a regulariy- 
organized gang of counterfeiters, embracing 
some of tue most expert operators in the busi- 
ness. Their principal rendezvous was in the 
mountains in Barbour County. A short time 
ago Government detectives and local police 
madea raid upon a party of these financiers, 
scattering them in all directions, and finally 
capturing nineteen of them. Last week they 
were tried, convicted, and sentenced. 

STORY OF THE CAPTURE. 

A Government detective who was in the city 
today en route to Westmoreland County, Pa., to 
break up an illicit distillery and capture the 
proprietor if possible, gave an interesting ac- 
count ot the West Virginia raid, in wanes he 
took a prominent part. He said:

The Local Money Market Active 1

Stocks Weaker, Being Depressed 
by the News from 
Chicago. 

The Saspension of a Grocery Firm Followed by

Heavy Selling.

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was mare active yes- 
terday and firmer. There was more doing from 
the fact that today is a noliday—all the banks be- 
fug closed in honor of the memory of Washing- 
ton. But the day was also more active as 4 re- 
sult of the commercial agitation outside. Money 
was in good demand and the market was quota- 
bly firmer at 7 per cent sharp. There was no 
hint of 6 per cent,as has been the case several 
times recently. Collections were reported to be 
rather slow. and large quantities of currency 
are moving out to the country to bring iu prod- 
uce. Among the features noted was an increas- 
ing callfor money by Minnesota, which argues 
that wheat is about to move more freely. 

The suspension of a well-known grocery firm 
in this city is reported in another column. 
made the occasion for unfounded rumors yes- 
terday in regard to some other individuais and 
firms. 

There were rumors in New York yesterday to 
the effect that one of our oldest and best banks 
was in trouble. It should scarcely be neces- 
sary to say that there is notruth in the rumor, 
which probably arose out of the understanding 
that the bank holds some of the Youngstown 
iron paper. The quantity of the paper so held 
is not large enough to excite alarm, even if it 
were unprotected, which is not the case. 

The aggregate of clearings by the Chicago 
banks was $6,400,000, being $100,000 less than the 
total for Tuesday. The clearings of Friday will 
probably show a considerabie increase. 

Urne internal revenue receipts yesterday were 
$43,744, spirits paying $35,485, cigars and tobacco 
$6,913, and beer $1,346. 

Eastern exchange was flat yesterday at a dis- 
count of 80c per $1,000, with little doing. There 
is really not much offering at that figure, as the 
banks prefer to order money from the seaboard; 
large quantities are arrving almost daily. 

Foreign exchange was steady yesterday, with 
little more offering. Sterling was quoted at 453 
Gs. with actual transactions at 482'4¢@4is5; 
English documentary was rated at 479% @4504 
and 4804%@483% for time and sight. Continental 
exchange was dull, as follows: Bankers’ francs, 
5214@517%; documentary bills, 524% and 520%; 
bankers’ marks, aG; documentary marks, 
044, @04%X. 

The remark was made yesterday that the 
produce now being carried in this city involves 
the use of so much capital as to make the load 
both beavy and dangerous. There is no occa- 
sion for alarm.

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COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday, though there was a large volume of 
trading, and the feeling was very weak. There 
was almost a panic at times, and the day on 
‘Change was unmarked by auything like the 
raily which usually breaks the monotony of fall- 
ing on a weak market. The grain markets suf- 
fered the most, provisions being relatively 
steady. The air was thick with rumors of com- 
mercial failure, most of which were entirely 
without foundation, while some others had only 
the shadow of fact to support them. The weath- 
er was fine, permitting a more rapid movement 
of grain from first bands, and advices to that 
effect were received by several parties in the 
trade. It was also thought that the present dis- 
trust will make merchants closer, insisting on 
payment of obligations, which will make it nec- 
essary for country dealers to call on the farmers 
to pay up present indebtedness, as well 
as dispose of their produce to meet current bills. 
This, it was thought, will materially increase 
the rush of produce to market, giving a much 
larger quantity to be handled on more reticent 
buying. It was said that the farmers have been 
unwilling to sell anything except hogs at recent 
prices, and that they will now have to let go 
their grain. Of course there is a great deai of 
exaggeration in this, The wheat bas been 
marketed rather freely, but a good dea! of it has 
gone to the flour mil direct, which fact has 
masked the movement. It is also said that the 
South ls already bare of Oats,and corn has not 
been held back by any means, though it might 
have been shipped more freely but for the small 
percentage which has graded as No. 2. 
The British markets were quick to catch 
the tone here, and sagged right off 
in response to the weakness which was felt 
rather than experienced here, as their trading 
was nearly over before ours had well begun. 
Tne shipping demand here for grain was, of 
course, dull. 

it was noteworthy yesterday that the bulk of 
the selling was done by holders. Parties who 
had bought recently were scared into unloading, 
and would have sold a great deal moreif the 
market bad been in a condition to takeit. The 
buying was mostly dope by men who had soid 
short at the top. The bears were in fact the 
chief sustainers Of the market. Most of them 
were so beavily short that they did not dare to 
dip in further; and the worst ones, that 
is, those who were short at much 
lower ficures, simpiy held aloof, not 
daring to attempt to take advantage of the sit - 
ation, which might after all prove to be only a 
prelude to another advance. The markets were 
generally firm in the afternoon, the cereals sell- 
ing higher. 

Provisions were moderately active and tend- 
ing downwards. Pork declined Nu, and lard 
and meats l0c, closing respectively at 15 and 
7c below the latest prices of Tuesday, at $18.50 
for May pork, $11.75 for May lard, and $9.92 
for May ribs. Liverpool reported a decline of 
6d@1s in meats, and the local hog market was 
quoted lower, with a larger supply, while the 
rumors of additional failuresin the world out- 
side tended to unsettle confidence in the values 
of provisions, The facts told on some holders 
of May stuff, and they unloaded freely, while 
the sharp outside demand of the pre- 
vious day, whieh had been especial- 
ly marked in short ribs, seemed 
to have faded out like a summer cloud. But the 
market was very steady as compared with grain, 
which was partly due to the fact that many 
speculative operators seized the opportunity to 
change over their holdings from one mooth to 
another ata slightly diminished premium. It 
also looked as if certain leading operators were 
averse to a decline, though they only worked 
guietly to slacken instead of prevent it. On the 
afternoon call the market was steady. 

Fiour was almost lifeless. The demoralization 
in wheat caused foreign buyers to hold off, and 
the local trade was not much inclined to oper- 
ate. Two or three shipping orders to the East- 
ern States about covered the tradmg. There 
was no materia) change in prices. Bran and 
other coarge milistuffs were firm with a light 
supply. 

Wheat was active and weak. The market de- 
clined 2¥c and closed on Change 2c beiow the 
latest prices of Tuesday, closimg at $1.08 for 
March and $1.18% bid for May. The public ad- 
vices from England quoted a decline of 3@6d 
per quarter, and private cables said there was 
no disposition to buy. Our receipts were light, 
those of winter being next to nothing, but they 
were expected speedily to show an increase, and 
there was a widespread fear that the commer- 
cial distrust would be fatal to the maintenance 
of the sharp advance experienced in wheat, 
while coal and iron stécks have been almost 
steadily depreciating. As above noted, the sell- 
ing was mostly done by the longs, there being 
little of What is usually kuown as bearing the 
market, Indeed, the situation was weak enough 
without any factitious help on the dowaward 
turn. There was a little rally about noon, but it 
was soon over, and the later market was tame 
with little doing. Car lots were not much better 
than nominal at 14%@2e decline. On the af ter- 
noon call the market was firmer, May selling up 
to $1.14% and closing at $1,144. 

Corn was active and weak. The market de- 
clined about 1c and closed on Change at 1@ 
1%c below the latest prices of Tuesday, at 56440 
bid for March and 60%@00X%c for May. Liver- 
pool reported a decline of 9d per quarter, while 
our receipts were about one-quarter less than 
those of the previous day, but larger than 
wanted by the trade, as shippers held of when 
they saw the speculative weakness, and only 
bought sparingly at a decline of IO per bu, 
the outside for new mixed. There were several 
shipping orders bere which were stopped by 
telegraph on news of the weakness in futures.

The dry-goods, mill- 
inary, clothing, and boot and shoe markets were 
without noteworthy new features, Dried fruits 
and canned goods continue active at full prices. 
Fish were firm under an active demand. There 
was a firm market for dairy products of good 
quality, but off grades were dull. Bass,. 
leather, coal, pig-iron, and oils remain dull. 

Eggs were easier, fresh Southern being quot- 
able at 280 and fruit-house at 0. Green fruits

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday, though there was a large volume of 
trading, and the feeling was very weak. There 
was almost a panic at times, and the day on 
‘Change was unmarked by auything like the 
rally which usually breaks the monotony of fall- 
ing on a weak market. The grain markets suf- 
fered the most, provisions being relatively 
steady. The air was thick with rumors of com- 
mercial failure, most of whieh were entirely 
without foundation, while some others had only 
the shadow of fact to support them. The weath- 
er was fine, permitting a more rapid movement 
of grain from first bands, and advices to that 
effect were received by several parties in the 
trade. It was also thought that the present dis- 
trust will make merchants closer, insisting on 
payment of obligations, which will make it nec- 
essary for country dealers to call on the farmers 
to pay up present indebtedness, as weil 

as dispose of their produce to meet current bills. 
This, it was thought, will materially increase 
the rush of produce. to market, giving a much 
larger quantity to be handled on more reticent 
buymg. It was said that the farmers have been 
unwilling to sellanything except hogs at recent 
prices, and that they will mow have to let go 
their grain. Of course there is a great deal of 
exaggeration in this, The wheat has been 
marketed rather freely, but a good deal of it bas 
gone to the flour mill direct, which fact bas 
masked the movement. It is also said that the 
South ls already bare of oats, and corn has not 
„been heid back by any means, though it might 
have been shipped more freely but for the small 
percentage which has graded as No. . 
The British markets were quick to catch 
the tone here, and sagged right off 
in response to the weakness which was felt 
rather tban experienced here, as their trading 
was nearly over before ours had well begun. 
Tne shipping. demand here for grain was, of 
course, dull. 

it was noteworthy yesterday that the bulk of 
the selling was done by hoiders. Parties who 
had bougbt recently were scared into unloading, 
and would have sold a great deal more it the 
market bad been in a condition to takeit. The 
buying was mostly dope by men who had sold 
short at the top. The bears were in fact the 
chief sustainers of the market. Most of them 
were so heavily short that they did not dare to 
dip in further; and the worst ones, that 
is, those who were short at much 
lower ficures, simply held aloof, not 
Gars to attempt to take advantage of the sit - 
vation, which might after all prove to be only a 
prelude to another advance. The markets were 
generally firm in the afternoon, the cereals seil- 
ing higher. 

Provisions were moderately active and tend- 
ing downwards. Pork declined 174c, and lard 
and meats loc, closipg respectively at 15 and 
7% % below the latest prices of Tuesday, at $18.50 
for May pork, $11.75 for May lard, and een 
for May ribs. Liverpool reported a decline of 
6d@ 1s in meats, and the local hog market was 
quoted lower, with a larger supply, while the 
rumors of additional failuresin che world out- 
side tended to unsettle confidence in the values 
of provisions. The facts told on some holders 
of May stuff,and they unloaded freely, while 
the sbarp outside demand of the pre- 
vious day, whieh had deen especial- 
ly marked in short ribs, seemed 
to have faded out like a summercioud. But the 
market was very steddy as compared with grain, 
which was partly due to the fact that many 
speculative operators seized the opportunity to 
change over their holdings from one month to 
another ata slightly diminished premium. It 
also looked as if certain leading operators were 
averse to a decline, though they only worked 
quietly to slacken instead of prevent it. On the 
afternoon call the market was steady. 

Fiour was almost lifeless. The demoralization 
in wheat caused foreign buyers to hold off, and 
the local trade was not much inclined to oper- 
ate. Two or three shipping orders to the East- 
ern States about covered the tradmg. There 
was no materia) change in prices. Bran and 
other coarge milistuffs were firm with a light 
supply. 

Wheat was active and weak. The market de- 
clined 2¥c and closed on "Change 2c below the 
latest prices of Tuesday, closing at $1.08 for 
March and $1.18% bid for May. The public ad- 
vices from England quoted a decline of 3@6d 
per quarter, and private cables said there was 
no disposition to buy. Our receipts were light, 
those of winter being next to nothing, but they 
were expected speedily to show an increase, and 
there was a widespread fear that the commer- 
cial distrust would be fatal to the maintenance 
of the sharp advance experienced in wheat, 
while coal and iron stécks have been almost 
ateadily depreciating. As above noted, the sell- 
ing was mostly done by the longs, there being 
little of what is usually kuown as bearing the 
market, Iudeed, the situation was weak enough 
without any factitious help on the dowaward 
turn. There was a little rally about noon, but it 
was soon over, and the later market was tame 
with little doing. Car lots were not much better 
than nominal at 10 decline. On the af ter- 
noon call the market was firmer, May selling up 
to $1.14% and closing at $1,144. 

Corn was active and weak. The market de- 
clined about 4c and closed on ‘Change at 1@ 
1%c below the latest prices of Tuesday, at 50060 
bid for March and 60%@00x%c for May. Liver- 
pool reported a decline of dd per quarter, while 
our receipts were about one-quarter less than 
those of the previous day, but larger than 
wanted by the trade, as shippers held of when 
they saw the speculative weakness, and only 
bought sparingly at a decline of 1@2c per bu, 
the outside for new mixed. There were several 
shipping orders bere which were stopped by 
telegraph on news of the weakness in futures. 
The speculative holders sold about as’ muchas 
they could get rid of, the situation in corn 
being about the same as that in wheat, except 
that there was more of the gambler element in 
the corn crowd, and more of an increase in re- 
ceipts was looked for in corn than in wheat.

A Reply to Prof. Swing’s Sermon on 
Evolution. 

Curcaao, Feb. 20,—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.j—When a machinist stretches a new 
belt over pulleys in the morning he finds it 
loose at night. He takes up the slack, but, 
in a day or two, he finds it loose again. Aft- 
er a few such operations, however, he finds 


a repetition unnecessary, because all the 


“ stretch “ in that belt has been consumed, 
When Prof. Swing gave up the dogmas of 
infant damnation, eleetion, predestination, 
verbal inspiration, eternal heil, etc., it seems 
chere was left in him no further elasticity 
to be evoked by other emergencies. 
While liberal-minded men on all sides 
are conceding the reasonapleness of the 
theory of evolution, he takes a firm stand 
against it, chiefly for the reason that it con- 
ceals the presence of God.“ 

This objection is equally valid against all 
the natural sciences. Once comets were re- 
garded as Divine storm-signals, and light- 
ning as the swift messenger of God’s wrath; 
but science has dispelled: these delusions. 
Once ghosts and demons hovered over the 
crucible and fluttered in the retort. A better 
knowledge of*physics and chemistry cleared 
out the whole tribe. Once angels pushed the 
planets along their orbits, but Newton, by 
pointing out the jaws of gravity and motion, 
relieved that entire army from duty. Once 
every trick of the juggler was a miracle; but 
now the miraculous element is only visible 

TO THE UNTUTORED. 
Until quite recently disease in every form 
and death from every cause were regarded 
as special acts of Divine Providence; but 
now sewer-gas, baccilli bacteria, etc., are be- 
ing substituted as at least proximate causes. 

Anether objection raised by Prof. Swing is 
that while change in species is conceded the 
7 have not been modified during the 

istoric period, and therefore always were 
and always will remain the same as now. If 
the May fly, which lives but a few hours, 
could write up its autobiography just before 
death, it would say: It never rains, or it 
rains all the time in this world. Babes 
always remain babes. I.saw one in its cradle 
when I came, and now at my departure it is 
still there. Soon after my birth I saw a 
littie plant with its tiny ieaves just 
above the soll, and now, at my 
going, 1 cannot perceive the slightest evi- 
dence of change in its appearance. I find 
that some plants are always in flower, others 
in fruit, and that others produce only leaves.“ 
Uuman history reaches back, in a vague sort 
of way, three or four thousand years, but it 
has not been characterized by scientifie ac- 
curacy during so many hundred years. The 
earth, however, has been inhabited for prob- 
ably one or two hundred miilions of years, 
and man has existed for two or three hun- 
dred thousands of years. Therefore human 
history is but a second in the long day. 

rof. Swing declares that the cave-men 
who may have lived a hundred thousand 
years ago stood no nearer the ape than we 
all stand today.” No evolutionist has ever 
claimed that man was derived from 

ANY EXISTING APES, 

but only that men and the apes were derived 
from the same original ancestor. While the 
skeleton of man has not changed rapidly, 
who can with any warrant say that his soft 
tissues have not been greatly modified? 
From some cause primitive man did not mul- 
tiply rapidly. May not hernia, hemorrhoids, 
and other difficulties caused or aggravated 
by assuming the erect attitude have aided 
far more effectively than now in repressing 
the population? Owing to their liability to 
pneumonia and consumption, itis now found 
almost impossible to keep the higher apes 
or, indeed, any of the monkgy tribe, in 
zodlogical gardens. Whocan Bay that our 
partial immunity from these diseases has 
not been gained by trial and selection during 
thousands of ages? When men began to 
push northward, who can say that the ques- 
tion as te the survival of the fittest did not 
rather turn on the strength of the lungs 
than on the form of bones? On such ques- 
tions fossil bones can give no evidence. 

The assertion that the cave-men were our 
equals intellectually involves a plain con- 
tradiction in ideas. way were they eave- 
men? With materials at hand in abundance, 
why did they not build stone houses? No 
one will deny that the construction of 
houses is clear evidence of man’s su- 
periority over the lower antmals. Does not 
the same proof establish our superiority over 
the men who dwelt in caves? If ,Prof. 
Swing is unable to perceive any difference in 
merit bagween the outline sketches of ani- 
mais scratched by the paleolithic men and the 
works of our modern masters, it is useless to 
argue that point fyugtiter with him. Prot, 
Swing 

CONCEDES THE WHOLE QUESTION 

by admitting that new species may be formed 
from those now in existenee; but at the same 
time very illogically denies that these changes 
can ever extend to generic characters. For 
example, a genus of plants may be specially 
characterized and distinguished trom other 
genera in the same order by the possession 
of pink flowers; while the species in that

HIGH LICENSE. 


The Benefits of Migh License Clearly 
Exemplified by the Experience of 
Eigin—A Powertul Argument for the 
Lezisjature. 

Even, III., Feb. 21.—{Special.}—This city 
was one of the first in the Northwest, or 
elsewhere for aught we know, to experiment 
with the high-license plan of dealing with the 
liquor traffic, and so satisfactory have been the 
results that opinion is all one way here as to the 
wisdom and good sense of the proposed enact- 
ment ot making $500 the minimum price fora 
saloon license within the State. 

For several years Elgin has charged for a 
saloon licefise $500 cash in hand, and after a 
trial of all the methods is satisfied perfectly 
that the pian now in vogue is without question 
the nearest perfection. Its good suceess is no 
lounger a matter of doubt. It has proven a most 
potent tactor in the cleansing and purifying of 
the business. It has succeeded in the main in 
putting the liquor trade of the city into the 
hands or a better class of dealers. Where 
one finds exception to this rule and 
encounters a saloonkeeper who naturally 
has little scruple as to how he conducts his busi- 
ness, it is noticeable that considerable attention 
is paid to the requirements of the law, for the 
reason that conviction for an infraction carries 
with it a revocation of the permit to sell. 

A brief outiine of the history of this city in 
the handling of the liquor traffic is interesting, 
and may prove beneficial to other communities 
struggling in the mire of prohibition and kin- 
dred fallacies. Villages and minor cities are 
proue to be more bothered with the liquor ques- 
tion than are metropolitan cities. While the 
effects of intoxicants are meagre, comparative- 
ly speaking, they are a deal more noticeabie and 
noticed in the smaller places. Eugin was ina 
constant stew over the matter, the same being 
up for solution continually. The city was flooded 
with dives, and grasping landlords were enabled 
torent holes in the walls not fit to exist in to 
the rumsellers, so great was the the demand for 
locations for saloons. This was under a low-li- 


cense system—a system the workings of which 
allowed any thug to obtain suflicient wealth at 
ore sandbagging-trip to engage in business. The 
debasing work and;influence of the saloons were 
great, and so apparent to all observers that 
after a year of riot decent people, abstainers, 
and drinkers would revolt and give prohibition 
a trial. A few months uoder the proscribed 
régime would thoroughly sicken and disguist 
well-intentioned but mistaken citizens of the 
utter impotency of the pian. There wasan in- 
crease ratber thao a diminution of liquor-seiling 
and liquor-drinking, and what little coutrol was 
bad over the traffic was lost. A thousand ways 
to evade the law were invented, and, after the 


Treasury bad been exhausted in a fruftiess ef- 


fort to enforce arn vey te pee there would be a 
return to the abandonded method, only to be- 
‘come again disgusted and again invoke the aid 
of prohibidon, and make another effort to 
obliterate the acknowledged curse. So things 
alternated until high license satisfactorily and 
permanently settied the difficulty. The plan 
satisties, and is upheid and defended by every 
good citizen from the one prone to fanaticism 
oo the temperance question to and including 
the better class of thed@lealers themselves. 

A history of how the successive increasings in 
price came about, until the price now charged 
was reached, may not be uninteresting. When 
the struggle between prohibition and low license 
was in progress the number believing in a tax 
as high as that at present levied were tew, if in- 
deed any were to be found so minded. Those 
sick at heart with both pluns that had been tried, 
finally, with a few inward misgivings as to the 
wisdom of their course, but with no outward 
signs of their want of faith, agitated for wnat 
was then considered a bigh license. For making 
this suggestion they were assailed from witbin 
and without; were denounced by both the ultra- 
temperance men and by liquor-deaiers.. But 
they insisted and persisted and won the day, as 
right will ever win. The price of liquor-liceuses 
was doubied and placed at $100. The change 
worked well and was not altogether barren of 
results. Observers realized that the only thing 
fauity about ‘the increase was that 
it was too slight. A year or two of 
trial and the — 1 — process was repeated, 
and the license-fee fixed at $200. The beneti- 
cent results were more and more apparent, and 
a further increase was brought about, the price 
being made 800. At this figure the tax was al- 
lowed to stand for a couple of years, and was 
then advanced to the present rate, $500, at 
which it has since remained. When tbe last 
raise was made, a couple of filibustering Alder- 
men, who were controlled by the liquor element, 
endeavored to resurrect a relic of the bother- 
some past, by voting for probivition, but out- 
side of exciting jeers contempt the dodge 
fell fat. The straight ahd narrow path leading 
to a bandling of the liquor question successfully 
from a standpoint and correctly from a 
business view of the matter, Lad been found, 
and there bas not been, nor will there be, devia- 
tion therefrom so far as Eigin is concerned. 
The plan has worked better than its most san- 
guine supporters at the outset bo for. Ten 
years ago, with a $100 license and about one- 
alt of the present popuiation, Elgin bad 
thirty-two saloons. Today, with double the peo- 
~ and $500 charged for a yearly permit, she has 

ut fifteen places where liquor is sold. e rev- 
enue derived from the trailic pays twice over 
for ample police surveillance and protection, and 
the visibie effects of the presence of the liquor 
houses are the exception and not as of old tne 
rule.

Property-Owners Who Kick at Some 
Intrusive Flats and Claim 
Vested Rights.

Indignant Property-Owners Object toa 
Row of Flat. 

A number of indignant property-owners on 
West Monroe street yesterday clubbed together 
and filed a bill in the Cireuit Court against Ag- 
nes F. Irons and her agents, to prevent the erec- 
tion by her of a row of flats on the southeast 
corner of Monroe and Lattin streets. The com- 
plainants say that in 1863 Matthew and George 
H. Latlin and Allen Loomis owned a large 
amount of property on West Monroe street, in- 
cluding the lots in question, and subdivided 
the same. Ou the piat of the subdivision 
was drawn a line twenty feet from Monroe 
street, designated as line of front of buildings 
twenty teet from the street,” the design being 
that no buildings should ever be built nearer 
than twenty feet from the street. Mrs. Irons 
has bought two lots (17 and 18. Block ., and is 
erecting thereon a row of shaliow tenements 
fronting on Latlin street, runufng them up to 
Monroe street, instead of jeaving a twenty-foot 
strip. in uviformity with the other houses. The 
result will be to greatly damage adjoining prop- 
erty and cut off the view of the adjacent prop- 
erty-owners. The complainants, amo whom 
are W. D, Bradshaw, W. U. Holden, 8. W. Raw- 
son, Robert Smale, ana C. N. Holden, have asked 
Mrs. Irous to respect the twenty-foot limit in 
ber buiiding, but she has refused, except to 
agree to refrain from building for fifteen years 
if the complainants will pay her $300 a year. This 
they refuse to do, and instead filed a bill to en- 
join her from erecting any bulidings which will 
encroach on the twenty-foot line as laid out on 
the origina! piat. 


Waiting for a Verdict. 

A very little additional evidence in rebuttal 
was introduced yesterday morning in the case 
of F. S. James & Co. against Al Hankias, be- 
fore Judge Rogers, and the closing arguments 
were then begun. Mr. Trude on behalf of the 
defendant taiked until noon, and Gen. Stiles tor 
the piaintiffs followed, and concluded his argu- 
guments.

Prendergast Listens to Some 


Explanations. 

Judge Prendergast is still after the straw- 
ballers and false swearers, and he devoted most 
of the day yesterday to listening to two cases of 
the kind. 

One of the cases was against D. B. Dawson, a 
brother of the Democratic colored pet who 
about a year ago put in bis time ia the Criminal 
Court in answering toa charge for forgery or 
Taise personation in a similar transaction.

Road-Bullding iu Arkansas, 

Hor SprinGs, Ark., Feb. 21.—[{spectal.}—The 
people of this secdon bave lately watched with 
bated breath the movemeny of the Legisiature 
witb regard to the railroad problem, and now 
that it seems settled that no suicidal poliey is 
likely to be adopted the prospects are brighten- 
ing for better and more extended raiiroad com- 
munication.

A meeting of the 
Cotton Exchange of Littie Kock is called for 
this week to take suitabie action towards secur- 
ing the road. Either section selected for the 
round would be vastly benefited. The 
action of the «ould people has 
stirred up Diamond Jo"’ Reynolds, owner of the 
Hot Springs Narrow-Gage.lhioad, running from 
this city to Maivern, aud be is taking active 
steps to extend his line to Pine Biufl, to con- 
nect with the Texas & St. Louis Koad, alfording 
au exveilent connection. He will also have @i- 
vantages from tne river connections at Pine 
Biuff, it bemg bis pronounced Intention to pro- 
vide for ruuping a line of bis finest steamers to 
that point. Tne completion of the roads wi 
be ‘greatly beneficial to this resort, 
as it will provide through sleepers for invalids 
from all parts. and abolish the present system of 
changing Care at various pointe. Col. Zeb Ward, 
the late lessee of the Arkausas Penitentiary, has 
secured 100 convicts to commence work ona 
new road trom this city to Mountain Valley 
Springs, tifteen miles north of here, which, when 
developed. will doubtiess outrival the ¢elebrated 
Eureka Springs.

FREE TRADE IN THE WEST. 


Western Republicans Changing Their 
Views—Free- Traders Bapidly Increas- 
lug in Numbers in the Western States 
~Protection in Iowa. 

Des Mores, Ia.. Feb. 18.—[Correspondence 
New York Times.)—Readers of the Times who 
watch the proceedings of Congress must have 
noted the difficulty experienced by the protec- 
tionist element in boiding some Western Kepub- 
licans in line. This is particularly true of the 
Representatives from _lowa, Nebraska, Kansas, 
and Minnesota. Four lowa Representatives, all 
Republicans, voted against the creation of a 
Tarif? Commission. The entire representation 
of Kansas is either instructed or requested by 


the State Legislature to vote for free lumber, 


and both Senators so voted, as did also one of 
lowa’s Senators. Senator Van Wyck, of Ne- 
braska, gives the protectionists no end of 


trouble. 

In the Forty-eighth Congress these States will 
be represented much more largely by free-trad- 
ers, as Will also Wisconsin, Michigan, and II- 
pois. It must be understood that a “ free-trad- 
er,” in the sense here and generally intended, 
does not necessarily believe in custom-house 
abolition. He believes that a tariff tax, in so far 
as it kes against freedom of trade, is a faulty 
method of taxation. When he comes to set off 
this fault against the faults of other forms of 
tax, he may or may not decide to retain the tar- 
iff tax in preference to all others. He may give 
it only a temporary and provisional preference, 
hoping ta live to see it abolished entirely, or he 
may go to the other extreme and consider it at 
its beat estate the worst of ali forms of tax, and 
not to be tolerated for a single year if any other 
form could be substituted for it. Thus there is a 
wide difference of opinion among free-traders 
as to the merits of a revenue tariff. The one 
point on which there is absolute unanimity 
among all who can properly be classed as free- 
traders is that in footing up the merits and de- 
merits of a tariff ioterference with trade is to be 
classed as a demerit and not as @ merit: Au- 
other point on which they are nearly unanimous 
is that, if possible, this interference should not 
be allowed totake the form of “ protection,” 
incidental or otherwise. A man may be a pretty 
thorough free-trader and yet believe that in 
this country, at this time, “ incidental @rotec- 
tion’ is not so much to be dreaded as the in- 
cidenta/ evils attendant on any other possibie 
form of taxation. A great mauy persons be- 
lieve that some degree of protection is a nec- 
evsary incident of the mast carefully devised 
reyeuue tariff framed to yield sufficient revenue. 
The mau who regards pretection, in any degree, 
as in itself a blessing. is perfectly right in deny- 
ing that he is a free-trader. . 

All these various shades of free-trade senti- 
ment are growing in the West. There are more 
absolute free-traderg, more “tariff for revy- 
enue only” free-traders, more “ unavoidable 
incidental protection” free-traders, than there 
were a year, a month, ora week ago. Crossing 
the line into the protection camp, it is easy to 
see that more and more liberal views are pre- 
vajling. The absolute protection type of Cary 
and Greeley willapparentiy soon be as ther- 
ougbly extinct as the sixty-foot saurians of our 
Western rocks. The “protection witb inci- 
dental revenue” species, of which Mr. McKin- 
ley, of Onio, is a sample. is Giminishing in num- 
The “revenue with incidental protec- 
tlon protectionist is rapidly gatuing strength 
at the expense of all other types and orders. He 
is clearly distinguishabie from the “incidental 
protection free-trader by his bold that 
the protection is an incidental good 
rather than an incidental evil, and 
still more  .cilearly b his invariably 
arguing from the protection standpoint and 
founding his arguments on the seif-same hy- 
potheses from which the Carys and Greeleys 
deduced the doctrine that the great mistake of 
creation was in filling the ocean with water in- 
stead of fire. 

These and the free-traders of all shades are 
united in the demand for a substantial reduc- 
tion of the present tariff. The reason why 
this demand is not louder and more emphatic 
than it has yet been is that very few peopie 
vet know what the present tarif is. They 
have learned that it is very high, and they 
bavea general idea that it is higher than it 
ought tobe. But they don’t know tie exact 
rates it imposes, and so their impressions of 
its enormity lack that vividness which comes 
of a statement of dollars and cents, and leads 
to political commotion. In this respect, how- 
ever, as in that of general theory, immense 
progress has been made. ‘The rowa State Free- 
rade League, an organization with fifty 
branches, has circulated about 80,000 tracts and 
pamphiets, of which 200,000 were copies of a ta- 
bie of duties on 100 common articles. The 
league has now on hand some 200,000 tracts, and 
is sending 45 out every day. The result is a 
a state of ag@ftation in lowa quite different from 
what exists in any ocher State. A similar or- 
ganization bas now been formed in Missouri, 
and from Kansas City asa distributing point 
will work over a wide sweepof splendid terri- 
tory. This ought to be encouraged, it the free 
traders really desire to see their cause r. 
They have a golden opportunity ia the West 
now, and it remains to be seen whether they 
will profit by it. Marvels have been done, but a 
giance at the fleld shows that much remains to 
be done, and will well repay the doing. 

Horts are making to organize in other States 
also, and it is intended to have the whoie North- 
west organized at an early day. Snow Diock- 
ades have seriously interfered with this as with 
every other enterprise. Another obstacie Which 
looms up in lowa,and which has crippled the 
movement in Kansas, is the probibition agita- 
tion. The lowa amendment and its overthrow 
have struck a tire which will biaze flempely for 
some time and may obscure all other questions. 
The convention just beld at Des Moines (Feb. 7) 
was a fine body of men (and women) and a la 
one and as earnest as ever met in Iowa. e 
hatchet was dug up and the Knife unclasped. 
Herculean efforts had been madeto pack the 
convention, and the Committee on Resoiutions 
was captured, but the convention itself proved 
overwhelmingly tor war.“ Insofar asitisa 
war onthe machine, and on political stupidity 
and inertia, free-traders bailit asa good omén 
and a good beiper.

Editorial.|—A cor- 
respondent in lowa, in a letter printed above, 
gives some account of the change going on in 
the sentiment of the West on the subject of 
free trade and protection. It might, perbaps, 
be described as a development of sentiment 
rather than a change of sentiment, for, prior to 
the recent agitation of the question of tariff 
and Fational taxation, therecan hardly be said 
to have been any popular opinion on the sub- 
ject. To an extent this is true of the whole 
country. The system of taxation devised when 
the Nation was in the throes of civil war and 
the Government was io urgent need 
of a large revenue was accept- 
ed by the people without question. 
They only considered the result which gave the 
Government the needed sinews of war. But 
there were special interests, eager for a restric- 
tidn upon foreign competition, which were on 
the alert whenever reveaue legisiation was afoot. 
Protection got an advantage in the fiscal leis- 
lation of the war period which it would never 
bave hoped for in time of peace, and it secured 
it by working for it. It was ne mere accident. 
The same special interests have bad their busy 
agents and representatives at Washington ever 
since. From 1861 to this day there has been no 
tariff or revenue legislation at the Capital which 
has been the product of public sentiment. The 
people at large were guiescent or indifferent on 
the subject for years. They did not feel the 
pressure of Nationai taxation, or, feeling the 
pressure, did not realize from whence it came. 

It is evident to any close observer of the pro- 
ceedings at Wasbington that the contest which 
has been going on there for a year or more, and 
which will grow in intensity until it culminates 
in the overthrow of the revenue system of the 
War, is hot a contest between two popular doc- 
trines on the subject of National taxation. It is 
a contest between special interests on the one 
side, which bave had the benefit of protection 
ark) seek for its comtinuance, and the general 
interests of the country on the other, which 
have bad very inadequate representation. The 
protected interests are for the most part or- 
swanized; they know exactly what they want, and 
— are active and persistent at all times in 
their efforts to secure the object in view. They 
exert their influence when Congressmen are 
elected, and they are on hand whenever any- 
thing is to be done with regard to tariff legisia- 
tion. They appear before committees, they 
pervade the lobUies of Congress, and their rep- 
resentatives are always lurking in political con- 
ventions. White they bave thus for years been 
busy and Watchful, the people generally have 
been uninformed or uninterested as to the effect 
of the tariff? system on the industries and the 
trade of the country. 

But for a year past there bave been signs of 
an awakeoing. Our correspondent tells us bow 
rapidly juterest in the subject, ular infor- 
mation upon it, and the formation of inions 
have been 2 in lowa and other Western 
States. When the wool-growers of the North- 
west learn that their product is cheaper abroad 
than at bome, while they pay twice or three 
times as muenh for the clothing that is made from 
it, and that the number of sheep raised has been 
steadily diminisbing since the duty was imposed 
upon wool, they begia to suspect that there is 
something wroug in the system. Gradually the 
people are learning the fact that the revenue

policy produces. They are finding this out, and 
when it is fully realized and there is a real pub- 
lic sentiment on the subject. active and egyress- 
ive enough to make itself felt, the political 


party that ventures to resist it and to make the 
protection of apecial interests against the inter- 
ests of the pubiic its object will go down in ir- 
reparable defeat.
